An Israeli art dealer was 
charged here today with trying 
to sell a Tintoretto masterpiece 
which had been missing since 
its disappearance from Dresden 
Museum, Fast Germany, in 
1945. He was arrested in a 
hotel room yesterday while 
allegedly trying to sell the can¬ 
vas to an undercover agent of 
the Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation for 5250,000 (about 
£120,000j—roughly a quarter of 
its estimated market value. 

The Tintoretto, “The Holy 
Family with Saint Catherine 
and Honoured Donor”, is one 
of up to half a dozen paintings 
nf exceptional value which 
vanished from Germany after 
the Second World War. and 
have been rumoured to be on 
the market here for several 
months. 

Investigations arc at an early 
stage, but it seems that tbe 
paintings were taken from 
Dresden by a member of the 
Soviet occupation force in 1945 
and hidden in Russia for more 
than 20 years. Earlier this year 
they arc believed to have been 
taken to Israel among the pos¬ 
sessions of an emigrating Soviet 
Jewish family.

Operation Otis, Yard says

One of IS people detained in 
the anti-terrorism round<up this 
week was Mr Gerry Tuite, wan¬ 
ted for questioning after the 
fRA bombing campaign in Eng¬ 
land a year ago. He is high on 
Scotland Yard’s wanted list. 

Police had information that 
the Provisional IRA had plans 
for a Christmas bombing offen¬ 
sive in English cities. People 
were detained in London, Liver¬ 
pool, Manchester, Birmingham 
and Southampton. 

Commander Peter Duffy, 
head of the anti-terrorist squad, 
said: “ We had reason to believe 
that acts would be caking place 
in the near future, possibly 
within the next few days 

■Mr Gilbert Kelland, Assistant 
Commissioner (Crime) at Scot¬ 
land Yard said the public 
should sray alert. The police 
wanted to hear from anyone 
who had been asked to sell 
radio-control equipment. What 
they were looking for was 
equipment similar to that which 
detonated the bomb in the boat 
belonging to Lord Mountbatten 
of Burma. 

The police also tranced to 
hear from people who had 
been approached by a man, or 
a man and a woman, about 
renting a flat. 

No explosives were found 
during the police raids, code- 
named Operation Oris. Mr 
Kelland said that Mr Tuite was 
seized with three ocher men, 

Robert Storey, Robert Campbell 


and Richard Glenholmes, at a 
house in Holland Park. All four 
were Irish, normally lived in 
Ireland and had arrived in 
England recently. 

A photo-fir picture of Mr 
Tuite appears on a poster 
circulated since last February. 

Police have been anxious to 
question “ Gerrard Fossett ” 
alleged to be an alias of Mr 
Tuite about three car bomb ex¬ 
plosions in Central London last 
December, and bombings 'at 
Greenwich gasworks and an oil 
store at Canvey Island in 
January. 

Mr Kelland said he expected 
that criminal charges would be 
brought shortly against some of 
those detained._ 

Operation Otis, he said, owed 
its success to the teamwork of 
the anti-terrorist squad, the 
Special Branch, the Special Pat¬ 
rol Group, English provincial 
farces, the RUC and the Garda 
Siochana. 

Birmingham police said last 
night that one of two men de¬ 
tained had been freed; in 
Liverpool one of four people 
bold has been released ; and one 
of four held in Southampton 
has also been allowed to go¬ 
ld the High Court yesterday 
a man and two women detained 
in the round-up were given 
leave to apply for writs of 
habeas corpus releasing them 
from detention on the ground 
that they are being held un¬ 
lawfully. 

But a plea that the case 
should be beard at once on the 


ground that the detention was 
not valid under the Prevention 
of Terrorism Act'was rejected 
by Lord Justice Shaw and Mr 
Justice Woolf. The hearing 
was adjourned until Tuesday 
to enable the police to ..file 
evidence and be represented. 

The three who made the 
applications were Patrick Pren- 
divilie, aged 33, deputy editor 
of the news magazine, Weekly 
Hibernia ; Marie Theresa Melia, 
aged 27, of Sulgrave Road, 
Hammersmith: and Jacqueline 
O’Malley, aged 30 of Wflshaw 
Street. Netting Hill. 

Lord Justice Shaw said the 
court had been told that,the 
three were being detained 
under the Prevention of 
Terrorism Act and that the 
Home Secretary had authorized 
detention for five more days. 
At this stage, he said, the 
court could not consider allega¬ 
tions of unlawful detention. 

Mr Patrick O’Connor, counsel ! 
for Mr Prendiville, said that an 
adjournment would render 
the habeas corpus procedure 
meaningless and would enable 
the police to fob off the court. 

The officer in charge of the 
case had been quoted as saying 
that the police raids had been 
a preemptive strike to prevent 
a bombing campaign. 

“But taking out of circulation 
people against whom there is 
no evidence, at the moment, to 
justify reasonable suspicion or 
a charge is something the court 
should not permit”, Mr 
O’Connor said.

Street riot deaths bring out Madrid crowds in protest

The fatal shooting of two 
rioters by the police in Madrid 
and the expectation of violent 
reactions from the far left, did 
not stop Senor Adolfo Suarez, 
the Prime Minister, from leav¬ 
ing Madrid today on a scheduled 
cue-day visit to Brussels for 
meetings with Mr Roy Jenkins, 
the President of the European 
Commission. 

The deaths occurred last 
night when, at the end of a 
peaceful authorized demonstra- 
riun by trade unionists, gangs, 
of young men baerricaded 
streets and attacked the police 
u-irli stones end bottles, accord¬ 
ing to witnesses. One group 
surrounded a vehicle with five 
policemen on board, and the 
policemen — a sergeant and 


four patrolmen from the 
national police force — repel¬ 
led the attackers by opening 
fire. 

Tbe two killed by gun-fire 
were idenrifed as Emilio 
Martinez Menendez, who was 
20 and Jose Luis Monrands 
Gil, aged 23. 

A number of people were 
injured in the rioting and 17 
were taken into custody. 

The shootings led to more 
demonstrations today in 
which at least eight people 
were injured by nightfall in the 
town of Alcala de Henares, near 
Madrid. In Madrid itself 12 
militants of the Revolutionary 
Communist League, who were 
taking part in an unauthoized 
demonstration, were arrested. 

About 200,000 people attended 
the trade union demonstration 


yesterday called by the Com¬ 
munist-led Workers' Commis¬ 
sions, Spain's biggest union, and 
others workers' organizations. 
They marched in protest against 
a “ workers’ statute ”, a Bill 
regulating labour relations 
which was debated yesterday, 
and again today, in a plenary 
session of Parliament. 

The dead men had no con¬ 
nexion with the demonstration, 
but were believed to be among 
about 500 people protesting 
against proposed legislation on 
university affairs who harassed 
the police lining the route of 
the authorized march. There 
had been skirmishes between 
students and the police 

An assortment of extreme 
left-wing parties, none of them 
big enough to be represented 
in Parliament, joined the 


student groups in calling for 
further demonstrations to pro¬ 
test against the shootings.

** This decision of extreme 
gravity constitutes a real chal¬ 
lenge to tbe European peoples ”, 
the appeal says. “The Nato 
decision, prepared by a formid¬ 
able poisonous campaign about 
the ‘ alleged Soviet military sup¬ 
eriority’ is, in fact, aimed at 
reinforcing American domina¬ 
tion over Europe, at .designat¬ 
ing our continent as a nuclear 
battlefield, while American soil 
would be spared.” 

It was hostile to peace and 
peaceful coexistence, and pre¬ 
judicial to the, economic devel¬ 
opment of nations and the im¬ 
provement of the standard of 
living of the people. 

“The stationing of such an 
arsenal on the frontiers of 
France constitutes a grave 
threat to the French people and 
nation ”, the appeal goes on. 

It is therefore “ up to the 
workers and tbe patriots of our 
country to take rapidly the ini¬ 
tiative of. tbe struggle ”, and. to 
say no to the deployment of 
American missiles in Europe. 


They must demand the immedi¬ 
ate opening of negotiations''on 
the reduction of nuclear, and 
conventional weapons. : .

These elections were seen by 
all the unions as a test of their 
potential support, not so much 
in the ranks of organized 
labour, which in France only 
accounts for one wage-earner 
in four, but of the working 
population as a whole.

Europe’s highest 
cable-car 
railway opens 

From Our Correspondent 
Geaeva, Dec 14 

Europe’s highest cable-car 
railway epens this weekend. It 
runs from Trnckener Sreg 
(■9.840ft), above Zermatt, to a 
l2,53GFr point just below the 
peak of the Little Matterhorn. 

At the top srauoo a 560ft 
tunnel provides access to the 
Testa Grigia skiing area below 
the Matterhorn and a lift con¬ 
nects the station with an obser¬ 
vation platform at 12,736ft. 

Despite strong environmen¬ 
talist opposition, construction 
began in 1973. Materials for 
the upper station were trans¬ 
ported by helicopter. Four 
flights were needed for every 
square vard of reinforced con¬ 
crete which was prepared down 
at Trockener Sreg with hot 
water to which anti-freeze had 
been added. 

Until _ now Europe's highest 
cable-railway station has been 
the Aiguille du Midi (12.464£l) 
in tbe Meat Blanc massif.

New Jersey, before 
returning on Tuesday night. 

The American Administra¬ 
tion’s preoccupation with the 
Iranian crisis is likely to set the 
tone for the talks between Mr 
Carter and Mrs Thatcher at the 
White House. British officials 
here emphasize that the United 
Kingdom is ready to do every¬ 
thing possible to help. 

They point out that Mrs 
Thatcher was one of the first 
Western leaders to condemn the 


Key job for 
hardliners 


in Seoul 
Cabinet 


Seoul, Dec 14.—President 
Choi Kyu Hah of South Korea 
announced his new Cabinet 
today with top military figures 
in senior positions, clearly in¬ 
dicating that the hardline gen¬ 
erals have become the power 
brokers in South Korea. 

The hardliners, who arrested 
nearly a dozen moderare gen¬ 
erals on Wednesday night, had 
reportedly wanted their people 
in the important Home, Justice 
and Defence ministries, and 
that is what they received. 

General Chon Young Bok, 
until recently Air Force Chief 
of Staff, was named Minister 
of Defence. He replaces Mr Ro 
Jae Hyun, who bad been 
expected to stay on before the 
military shake-up, but was 
’dropped because he was too 
••closely associated with General 
Chung Seung Hwa, the former 
Martial Law Administrator and 
leader of the moderate faction, 
-sources said. 

“ General Kim Chong Kwan, 
the Chairman of the Joint 
siChiefs of Staff, takes over the 
Home Ministry which controls 
or he national police and provin¬ 
cial governments.

An increasingly intensive 
and at times acrimonious con¬ 
test is taking place bepveen 
two of South Africa’s biggest 
black political movements to 
■win the hearts and minds—and 
eventually :the votes—of the 
country’s 20 million black 
inhabitants. 

The two movements are the 
Zulu-dominated Iukatha organ¬ 
ization, headed by Chief Gatsha 
Buthelezi, the Chief Minister of 
the KwaZulu “ homeland”, and 
what is loosely termed the 
u Black Consciousness Move¬ 
ment ” (BCM), a collection of 
groups beaded by the Soweto 
Committee of 10 and the Azania 
People’s Organization which 
support Black Consciousness 
ideals. 

Though they are both striving 
for black liberation, their 
strategies for achieving this 
are so radically different there 
are fears of violence develop¬ 
ing between their respective 
supporters. 

In numerical strength Chief 
Buthelezi easily has the upper 
hand. Ink at ha now has a paid 
up membership of about 
300,000, making it by far the 
largest political organization in 
South Africa. Though it draws 
most of its support from the 
country’s Five million Zulus, 
Tnkatha has opened its doors to 
non-Zulus. It is also allied, to 
the main Coloured and Indian 
political parties. 

Tnkatha is not only big, it is 
well-organized. When Chief 
Bothelezi addresses a rally in 


Soweto, as he did last month, , 
bis party workers pack -*thV 
stadium with 20,000 supporters. 
No other black leader in the. 
country could muster a crowd' 
a tenth that size. 

The Iukatha organization also 
has a much-publicized if am¬ 
biguous relationship with the 
banned African National Con¬ 
gress (ANC), the most import¬ 
ant extern ally-based liberation 
movement. Though they are 
politically far apart—Inkatharis 
conservative' and favours non-_ 
violence, while the ANC is left- 
wing and committed to armed 
struggle—both Chief. Buthelezi - 
and Mr Oliver Tambo. die 
ANC's London-based leader, - 
realize the importance of. re¬ 
maining on good terms. 

Chief Buthelezi hopes his' 
links with the ANC wiQ . earn . 
him the support of militants 
who would otherwise scorn 
Inkatha’s passive approach and 
who criticize his acceptance of ' 
working, within the framework 
of the Pretoria Government’s 
“ Bantustan 71 policy. 

The ANC recognizes the 
grass-roots support which Chief 
Buthelezi enjoys among his 
people and which could one day 
be mobilized in favour of the 
ANC. . 

Last month .Chief Buthelezi 
and an Inkatha delegation held 
three days of talks with the 
ANC leadership in London, an 
event from which Chief Buthe- 
I eri has subsequently been 
trying to extract maximum 
political milage. 

The ANC has described, the 
meetings simply as' a dialogue. 


Chief Buthelezi’s links with 
the ANC have caused dismay 
within the Black Consciousness 
Movement because they are 
seen as giving the Zulu leader 
a political legitimacy he does 
not deserve. 

Dr Ntbatho Mariana, chair¬ 
man of the Committee of 10 
and a leading exponent, of 
Black Consciousness ideals, 
recently poured scorn on the 
relationship, saying that the 
ANC\did “ not collaborate^ with 
traitors ”. 

- .The.eJur of treachery was 
too much 'for Chief Buthelezi 
He responded by calling Dr 
Motiatra an filioist, an opportu¬ 
nist who did not have the 
political stamina to' join the 
ANC and a “ member of the 
cocktail-pany set dropping in 
and out of foreign embassies”. 

BCM opposition to Chief 
Buthelezi is based on his wil¬ 
lingness to operate from a 
Government-created platform as 
a-"Mtomelanid ” leader and even 
to negotiate with South Africa’s 
white leadership. V 

Chief Buthelezi despises ihe 
BCM as a group of urban intel¬ 
lectuals who. have .little support 
among the workers and peas¬ 
ants and who lack, the political 
courage to edbpt the' more 
extreme approach advocated by 
the ANC. 

There is some basis to. Chief 
Buthelezi’s accusations. The 
BCM lacks a large, well-estab¬ 
lished political base. It is rare 
that more than 1,000 people 
will turn out to hear Dr Mar¬ 
iana speak in Soweto.

fcur returned to prison until he 
was able to raise it.

The Tintoretto is among 300 
works from Dresden listed in 
the comprehensive catalogue of 
works stolen or destroyed in 
Germany between 1939 and 
1945, published in Munich in 
1965.

and Glory”, is also listed, but 
it is thought that it may have 
been destroyed. 

In tracing the painting, the 
■Federal Bureau of Investigation 
consulted Mrs Bonnie Burnham, 
executive director of the Inter¬ 
national Foundation for Art 
Research, which publishes a 
periodical called Stolen An 
Alert. 

Mrs Burnham said today: 
“ We have received numerous 
inquiries in the last year about 
paintings stolen in the Second 
World War and specifically 
about this painting, from people 
who have been approached. 
Many seem to think that these 
paintings can now be bought 
openly. They want to know 
what the law is. 

An undercover FBI agent pre¬ 
tended to be an art expert and 


arranged to see the pa inting 
yesterday in Mr Vinokur’s room 
at the Westbury Hotel, on 
Madison Avenue, the heart of 
the art dealing district of Man¬ 
hattan. 

As soon as Mr Vinokur 
showed the painting, he was 
arrested by six other agents 
who were waiting outside. He 
has been charged with inter¬ 
state transport of stolen pro¬ 
perty, a federal offence which 
carries a penalty of up to 10 
years in prison and a $ 10,000 
fine. 

Soon after the masterpiece 
was recovered it was shown to 
reporters at an FBI press con¬ 
ference.

Lesotho minister reported to have fled 


Johannesburg, Dec 14.—Mr 
C. D. Molapo, the Foreign 
Minister oF Lesorho. is believed 
to have fled his country in 
recent days after spending two 
weeks under house arrest, 
according to reports reaching 
Johannesburg. 

The reports, from usually 
reliable sources, said the situa¬ 
tion in Lesotho had seriously 
deteriorated. The sources spoke 
of a conflict with Mr Leabua 
Jonathan, the Prime Minister, 
indicating there might be a 
power struggle in the capital.

Civilians killed to disrupt 
Pol Pot aid, Thai claims 


Bangkok, Dec 14—Viet¬ 
namese-led forces harc_ killed 
more than 20.090 civilians in 
norrh-easrern Cambodia over 
the past 90 days. General Prem 
Tinsulanond. the Thai Defence 
Minister said today. 

He claimed the civilians were 
attacked in order to disrupt 
fund supplies to Pol Pot 
guerrillas and tn _ destroy 
popular support for the insur¬ 
gents. 

Most of the civilian casualties 
were inflicted in September, 
when the Vietnamese be^an 
launching resr _ operations for 
their expected dry season offen¬ 
sive, he said. Few casualties 
were inflicted on the 20,000 to 
25.000 troops the Pal Pot regime 
still has under arms. The guer¬ 
rillas, he «id, were proving 
h highly resilient ”. 

The general, sneaking to 
foreign correspondents, cited 
unconfirmed reports that the 
Vietnamese were moving Soviet 
MiG jet fighters into forward 
positions at airfields in Siem 
Reap and Bonambang, in 
western Cambndia. He said the 
Thai Government expected a big 
influx of refugees. 


He believed the Vietnamese 
strategy was to attack guerrilla 
positions with heavy artillery 
and fighter aircraft, rather than 
tackling the insurgents in jungle 
combat. The superior firepower 
uf the Vietnamese would enable 
them to * overcame terrain 
difficulties, economise man¬ 
power and minimize their own 
casualties”, General Prem said.

MR JUSTICE O’CONNOR said 
that it was important to. have'-' 
clearly in mind that the Issues 
were concerned with the . law 
touching the action of defamation 
and not on industrial disputes. 
When Lord Justice Denning - dis¬ 
senting in- Bonsar v .Musicians’ 
Union ({19541 1 Cb 479, 5101 said 
that " A libel is, of course, in Its . 
v?ry nature, a wrong to the per¬ 
son, not a wrong to property ; and 
It is apparent that it is only by . 
attributing legal pcrsodaHty to a 
trade union that it can. be per¬ 
mitted to sue for a libel on. 
itself”, he was only applying to 
a trade union a mush broader 
principle that an action for 
defamation was a personal matter, 
because it was the reputation of. 
a person .which was defamed, and 
unless one could attach - a per-' 
sonality to a body It could not sue 
for defamation. The best example 
was that a voluntary unincor¬ 
porated association could not'

maintain. att.*tion- for libel on 
itself. The law was cleai^: 
-there was xtb difficulty in relation 
to an individual, nor to a cor¬ 
porate- body. Corporate bodies— 
bodies'set'.tip by charter, 'special 
Acts ,o£ ParSament, . or letters 
pa tear—bad a personality - wtoch 
could he defamed and they could 
bring an action in their own name 
for libels on themselves.: 

How, then, could an unincor¬ 
porated body ever sue foe. libel 

- tn its - mm name ? The answer 
oii the cases was beyond -dispute-^* 
that- -'tiie necessary personality 
must be found is some statute or 

-gram: which enabled one to say 
of ah unincorporated body that It' 
had. a sufficient personality -which 
it was entitled to protect by 
bringing an action in libel.. 

As. to group-libel, it, was the law 
that ' a statement which. was 
defamatory of a!'-group at large

- -Trade nnions had brought-actions 
for libel as early as 1913. Follow¬ 
ing the.Toff Vale, decision It was 
apparent that an. unincorporated - 
association had--got the necessary 
personality^ and that was tbeiiaris

libel. In NUGMW . v/ GUHon '- 
([19451 2 AH ER 593) . the Court of 
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sue in Its . registered. name .for 
defamatory statements touching Us 
reputation. The hasls clearly was 
in attributing to the union, because

The Royal Commission on Trade 
Unions -and* Employers’ Associa¬ 
tions, 1965-63 (chairman. Lord 
Donovan) found certain anoma¬ 
lies . in. ‘the*; position of trade 
-unions and.recommended clarifica¬ 
tion by passing legislation, inter 
alia,.to the.effect that trade unions 
. should be Jiodms corporate.. The 
Industrial Relations - Act. /. 1971. 
gave effect to. that recommenda¬ 
tion. That statute met srith deter¬ 
mined ppposition^ .from the . trade 
uraods, and it was repealed and- 
replaced by the Trade Union and 
- Labour; Relations'Act, 1974, which 
governed the position today. . u 
• The difficulty was .that, section 
1(1) of the . Act: was In teree. 
unequivocal terms:'”The Indus¬ 
trial Relations Act, .-1971, is hereby 
repealed /* 1 Section. 2; had the.side-, 
note “ Status of-trade unions ”, 
In. Ms Lordship’s judgment . the 
words in' section - 2 ( 1 ) ,^-were-. 
absolutely clear words. It had -to 
be remembered, that the. whole, 
background of ; the., position- -of 
trade unions until' 1971' was that 


-they were quasi-corporato bodies. 

It was a. matter which was as 
much in . their Interest as any 
' possible disability- la the 1974 Act 
PUrbament said feat a trade onion 
. was nati and: was not to be .treated 
as- if it were, a. body corporate. 
10 construing words which he 
found were ■ absolutely clear, his 
Lordship had “to give effect to 
them, even IT the result seemed 
to Mm to be absurd.

should be entitled to protect it. 
but regretfully his Lordship had 
to construe those urombiguous 
words; The clear words of the 
statute’meant that-a trade union 
was-not a body corporate and was 
not to be treated - as if K . W ®T5 
a- body corporate, so that it did 
not -possess, the necessary person- 
: ajjty which- it. could protect by 
an acdon for d efam ation. ■ 

The other question aegued before 
his Lordship was,whether a union 
■: was. able to maintain an action 
for damages on behalf of each and 
-every, one of its in dividual mem¬ 
bers in the name of the union 
(without identifying any particular 
members or member) in relation 


their several reputations as mem¬ 
bers'of the union. The answer was 
no. .. 

■ Tbe simple reason was that a 
- representative action not 

available to a number of different 
Individuals where the relief sought 
was damages. In a libel action 
.'one would be looking at the in- 
‘ dividual reputations of. all the 
members of the union and they 
-would all be different, and inso¬ 
far as any of them, could sue the 
damages would be different. 

On'the first question there had 
been an alternative argument 
advanced on behalf of the defen¬ 
dants that, quite apart from the 
construction of the opening words 
of section 2 ( 1 ), on the true con¬ 
struction of section 2 ( 1 ) (c) a trade 
union' could .hot sue In libel be¬

It was sub¬ 
mitted that insofar as section 14

It must be constrned by look¬ 
ing at section 14 and that gave 
Immunity to the union and did not 
bar the union from suing In tort. 
If Mat were the sole ground Ms 
. Lordship . would 'have answered 
“ yes ” to the first qaestinn. ■

Before Lord Denning, Master or 
tbe Rolls. Lord Justice -Bridge and'- 
Sir David Cairns 

Where at an inquest-the ai> 
cumstances are such that fatalities 
like that iu respect of. wMch the 
inquest is held may possibly recur 
in the future and it is reasonable 
to expect that some action may 
be taken by some authorized body 
to prevent their recurrence - , sec¬ 
tion l3(ZHe) of the .Coroners 
(Amendment) Act; 1926, requires 
the coroner.to summon a jury. 

The Court of Appeal allowed an 
appeal by Mr Roy Peach, a solid- 
tor In New Zealand and brother 
of Mr Blair. Peach, deceased, . 
against the.dismissal by the Divi¬ 
sional Court' (the -Lord Chief 
Justice aud Mr Justice Griffiths) 
(The Times. November 16) of his 
application for judicial review to 
quash the decision of the coroner, - 
Sir John Barton, not to su mm on 
a jurv at tbe inquest on. Mr Blair 
Peach, who had died ou April 24 
after a demonstration bn the pre- - 
vlous day in which the - National' 
Front was involved. 

An order of certiorari was Issued - 
to quash Mr Burton’s dedsion and 
an order of mandamas to continue 
the inquest with a jury.

Was .there reason to suspect

circumstances The continuance or

- safety of the public ”? Paragraph 
' (e) dealt with many circumstances 
in. which anyone could realize 
that their “ continuance or possible 
recurrence ” might. be “ prejudi¬ 
cial-to tbe health or safety of the 
public.V There might be a dan- 
. gerous crossroads with no wanting 
-signs or flood .water with no 
-•proper.barrier. One could envis¬ 
age cases ia hospitals where the 
system of issuing drugs mlgnt be 
“ prejudicial to the health or 
safety ol-tbe public.” 

During the argument Lord 
. Justice Bridge had indicated cir- 
cuinstances iu which a jury aught 
to be- summonedwhere the cir¬ 
cumstances were such that similar 
fatalities might possibly recur in 
tbe future and it was reasonable 
to expect that- some' action could 
. be -taken -to' '-prevent such 
recurrence. - Tbe. clue to. section 
L?t 2 )( 0 ) was to look at tbe 
possibility of.-, -such fatalities 
‘occurring in. the future so as to- 
prevent their recurrence. 

His-Lordship .said nothing about 
the merits.' Everyone knew how 
well tbe pa Dee carried out their 
duties.

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For many years I used to 
believe that public holidays had 
been invented for children and 
would disappear once I grew 
up. It was one of the ways—a 
moustache was another—I 
would be able to fell. But holi¬ 
days have not vanished: they 
have grown mercilessly long: 
and I now look on them as 
occasions when, pending our 
second childhood, we try to 
plunge back to earlv child days. 
Blood is thicker than water but 
families are thicker than 
thieves, so our attitude depends 
an the sort of childhood we 
enjoyed or endured. A time for 
suicide or for celebration: the 
world is divided into those who 
take their holidays with or from 
their relatives. 

Like many who moved clear 
of the eccentricities of conven¬ 
tional family life. 1 still nurse a 
fantasy of the ideal Christmas 
or Easter. It is a pretry 
travesty. The bells ring out, 
snow arranges itself brilliantly 
across the fields and trees : 
while within all is singing and 
smiling, laughter and presents. 
And I am dancing rather 
amazingly. X can see the same 
living room as Maurice Sachs 
saw when he closed bis eyes, 
the living room “ of a big coun¬ 
try house where the fireplace 
holds three tree trunks. My 
father comes in all muddy from 
foxhunting, my mother gets up 
from the piano where she has 
been singing a simple ballad- 
My (virgin) sister leaves off her 
embroidery ...” and so on. 
Probably I was fortunate in 
that the only connexion my 
family had with this grand 
mythical scene was one of 
caricature. 

If the holiday spirit depends 
upon family loyalty then this 
would explain (to my own 
family's satisfaction) my poor 
showing. Everyone tried, when 
I was a child, to put on a good 
performance for " the boy But 
even to my eyes it had the air 
of a first rehearsal for the real 
holiday-toneme which never 
came: the mince pies or Easter 
eggs irretrievably mislaid in the 
garage: the crashing problem 
of washing-up after the sherry 
lwe eventually osed egg cups); 

the untouchable-arrangement of 
cards undertaken (sometimes 
months afterwards) by my aunt- 
We were all determined 

amateurs. , „ ... 

Still, my grandparents did 
light a fire in the hall; we 
would sit the dog on a mat and 
up -to guard the. flames. 


That seemed authentic. Even 
when we could no longer afford 
a dog, my aunt usually managed 
to borrow one. But I doubt if 
our hearts were really in the 
business. Our natural talent was 
less for compulsory conviviality 
than complaint. We could bring 
to complaint—and never more 
ecstatically than on Holy Days 
—the rhythms of a _ par*' 
noiac ritual so sophisticated 
that to outsiders it must have 
seemed as incomprehensible as 
Latin or Greek chants. Out¬ 
siders, in fact, seldom entered 
our house, being neither invited 
nor anxious for invitations. So 
our rejoicings were ciaustro- 
pbobically Holroyd, and none 
the less odd for that. 

Good Friday, Whitsun, the 
August Bank Holiday—we saw 
them all as opportunities for 
disaster. We had the recipe 
for disaster as other people 
had it for brandy butler. In 
this matter we were wonder¬ 
fully self-sufficient. We could, 
for example, rely on the 
weather as being unpredictable. 
There was a lot of weather 
around on holidays. _ Tempera- 
iur.es were usually critical—dis¬ 
mayingly hot or cold depending 
on which room we gasped or 
huddled in; or else, if we 
risked moving, dramatically 
changeable. Influenza flourish¬ 
ed, and was treated under the 
supervision of my grandfather 
who was “better than any doc¬ 
tor ” and never scrupled to get 
uo from his own sickbed to 
administer black molasses, herbs 
and honey. The family doctor 
(who was actually called Influ¬ 
enza) was never allowed in the 
house unless it was for a con¬ 
sultation on the dog which, be¬ 
cause of its pampered diet, was 
often ill. We blamed influenza. 

Next to medicine, my grand¬ 
father's chief hobby when I 
knew him was weather. He 
knew the names of clouds and 
could predict things, such as 
their effect on General Elec¬ 
tions, with vigorous Conserva¬ 
tive optimism. In his role as 
unfrocked scientist, he liked to 
conduct expensive experiments. 
In the morning-room it was ex¬ 
clusively Dr- Bronowski’s coke, 
in the hall Maurice Sach's tree 
trunks; the kitchen was served 
in a blue sort of way by un¬ 
natural gas, the dining-room was 
red with electricity. There was 
also a huge Aga.. furaess and, 
scattered bn the landings vari¬ 
ous popping oil, heaters. The 
house was freezing. Overhead, 
spied on by -my; grandfather, 
die clouds “ffloved aloofly past 


and the only result of these ex¬ 
periments appeared to be our 
double-mortgage. 

Weather saturated our meals. 
By springing up and twisting 
some knobs, my grandfather 
could conjure from the radio¬ 
gram—a massive and fiercely 
complex machine that domin¬ 
ated our dining-room—consecu¬ 
tive and sometimes conflicting 
weather reports. We ate to 
the accompaniment of droughts 
and blizzards while my grand- 
father, at the head of the table, 
smiled and nodded expertly. 
With the middle of lunch or 
dinner came the news : advanc¬ 
ing armies, mounting scores, 
volcanic eruptions, bloody mur¬ 
ders, strikes floated round the 
room as we sat quietly eating, 

But never music. My family 
was intensely unmusical and 
never interfered with my own 
musical tastes—indeed, had not 
heard of them. Occasionally my 
grandmorher would moan an 
Irish dirge — " Father, dear 
Father" was a favourite of 
hers. My grandfather seemed 
untroubled by this, being partly 
deaf. My father was less suscep¬ 
tible still and could be propel¬ 
led to his feet, standing alertly 
to attention after a few bars of 
Gilbert and Sullivan if someone 
(usually myself) hi rued That it 
might be “ God Save the King ”. 
Of course he had heard of 
music, my father, but he hadn't 
heard anything verv good. It 
was dangerous scuff, so they 
said, and He could well imagine 
it: hrandv of the damned. A 
lot of the trouble in the world 
—the sort of thing we heard at 
lunch—could have been avoided 
bv a iiule intelligent silence: 
that was his opinion, and who 
can say that it was wrong? He 
valued silence in orhers. So did 
we all. 

But ray aunt, a flapper ot 
forty, had plenty of records: 
the garage was full of them. 
So far as 1 could judge,, she 
kept them mainlv for practising 
her dusting. Since the radio¬ 
gram urns reserved for inter¬ 
national crises, of which there 
seemed an infinite supply and 
for which we bad such a mourn¬ 
ful relish, there was seldom 
time for the frivolity of the 
phonograph. But on holidays 
there was an amnesty, and my 
aunt would wheel in her 
obsolete records at tea time. 
They were seventy-eights, of 
course, worn smooth with dust¬ 
ing, and very faint: “ Miss Otis 
Regrets ", “ Bve Bye Blackbird 
and foreign, noises such as' 
Charles Trenet .singing ** Le 


Mer". To-day this music fills 
me with nostalgia, but at the 
time I felt impatient. I, needed 
something martial and intellec¬ 
tual—massed bands blaring 
gently away among the straw¬ 
berries, and various “lollipops'* 
Tchaikowsky, Greig. I pined for 
rousing stuff, loud and fast, and 
gening louder and faster, such 
as Ravel’s Bolero. With a ruler 
in ray hand, or a penal, I could 
whip’ myself into a fine lather 
conducting “The Ride of the 
Valkyries”: but I never heard 
it at’home. 

My mother knew a bit about 
music. It was something you 
kicked up your heels to, some¬ 
thing that came with waiters 
and champagne. If there was 
music going on, she couldn't 
keep stilL There was no telling 
where h would lead her. She 
was a fearful embarrassment 
to us all. going round enjoying 
herself. No wonder my father 
frowned so disapprovingly , « 
music. No wonder 1 kept quiet. 

Everyone felt greatly exer¬ 
cised during these holidays 
over the problem of " the boy . 
What was to be done with him? 
I had no suggestions of my 
own. One Easter X was taken 
tc my first pantomime and 
waited angrily for the pandas 
to appear, having understood it 
ro be a panda-mime.

overs like this. 

It was characteristic of- my 
grandparents’ indulgence to¬ 
wards me that the blame, for 
these disasters was - automati¬ 
cally fixed, to his consternation 
and bewilderment, on my father. 

I had, it was explained, been 
trying too bard to please him. 
As a child I was extremely 
timid, but with moments of 
vicarious boldness that were 
almost always regretted. When ■ 
my father arrived one Easter 
with a riflt this wa>! at once 
confiscated by my aunt. But it 
set me thinking. I had 1 dis¬ 
covered a walking-stick In the 
faallstand that turned out to be 

a concealed gun. Having, loaded 
it with a cartridge from the 
attic, I approached my grand¬ 
mother in her bathroom. She 
pulled the trigger in innocent 
self-defence—that is; to humour . 
me—and sent us both careering 
into the garage below. Everyi' 
one was very angry with my' 
father. 

During the school holidays 
there was one place I'dreaded 
being sent: it was called 
ABROAD.

Bohm takes broad 
view of Mozart 


for a later concert performance 
by aristocratic amateurs in 
.Vienna. His sterling voice and 
interpretative' art are- hand¬ 
somely contrasted with the 
darker, more mature-sounding 

ldomeneus of Wieslaw Ochman, 
a fine tragedy hero. Edith 
Matins is the enchanting, touch¬ 
ing Dda. Julia Varady the richly 
venomous Elektra, less success¬ 
ful at the gentler aspects.of 
the role. The orchestral'playing 
is a constant joy, bat should 
not have been allowed to 
demote the singers -to audible 
second -place. There are, as 
usual wnh Bohm, too inany cuts 
for the good of a recorded per¬ 
formance (a different under¬ 
taking; from a staged produc¬ 
tion in the theatre/where other 
considerations apply), and the 


Italian pronunciation is less 
than faultless. 

Bohm’s reading of Tito, pub¬ 
lished more recently, uses sev¬ 
eral of the same singers, and 
has many of the same;virtues. 
though tempi are sometimes all 
too deliberate, again favouring 
orchestra more than singers. 
Varady offers another formid¬ 
able villain ess, relishing Virel- 
lia’s pride and ambition, her 
scorn for her lover Sextus 
(Teresa Berganza, most expres¬ 
sive and musically sensitive) all 
the more moving when she re¬ 
solves to abandon egoism, for 
the sake of those around her, 
in her last aria, “Non piu di 
fiori ”, most sympathetically. 
realized. Schreier is the doble 
and virile Titus. Margot Schiml, 
as - ServUia, promises a long 


career of lovely, touching 
soprano roles. 

Some of Bohm’s tempi now 
seem too restrained for the 

good of the drama, though the 
first act finale projects an at. 
mosphere of poignant suspense 
and multifarious emotional con¬ 
flict. _ The recorded balance 
here is more satisfying, and 
finds prominence for Mozart’s 
magnificent woodwind writing. 
In the last analysis, I prefer 
the Philips set conducted with 
more complete theatricality by 
Colin Davis (Baker, Minton and 
Stuart Burrowes all veristic and 
thrilling), but Bobm’s reading 
has much to make us think 
again about Mozart’s music. 
Here and there a musical num¬ 
ber is rendered with greater dis¬ 
tinction, thanks to Bdbm’s ex¬ 
pertise; yet we are never far 
away from the world of the con¬ 
cert cantata. 

The contrast becomes much 
more extreme when those adult 
Mozart. operas give way to a 
skilled dramatic piece from his 
boyhood. II re pastore 3 com¬ 


posed when he was 19 for a 
formal occasion in his native 
Salzburg. The action is perfectly 
Static, requiring minimal stag¬ 
ing. But young Mozart appre¬ 
ciated the exquisitely poetic 
text by Metastasio, and made 
a good deal of his characters. 
The Shepherd King goes well 
in the theatre, given a sym¬ 
pathetic producer and cast, as 
Londoners saw only a few years 
ago. 

The new recording is not new. 
a re-issue by DG of a Salzburg 
concert performance formerly 
published here under the Decca 
masthead. The name-part is 
attractively sung by Mathis. 
Schreier gives a focal point to 
the work with his stalwart 
Alexander the Great. Leopold 
Hager conducts with style, not 
really with a sense of dramatic 
involvement _ The account of 
this precocious achievement 
nevertheless gives much 
pleasure and in its new form 
sounds well.

I can think of no berter Christ¬ 
mas present for a budding 
Beethoven enthusiast building 
a library than die three-disc 
album of his five middle-period 
string quartets, which from 
Vienna’s distinguished, youngish 
Alban Berg Quartet come up 
with the arresting freshness of 
old masters uewlv cleaned. 
Beethoven was 36 when embark¬ 
ing on the three “Rasumovskys” 
and still only 40 when complet¬ 
ing that unpredictahly vehement 
F minor Quartet, opus 95 (in 
Mendelssohn’s opinion his most 
characteristic utterance) accept¬ 
ed as the last of these middle 
works, so all praise to the play¬ 
ers for not making him into an 
elderly, recondite philosopher 
too soon. 

Much of their virility and 
I immediacy results from livelier 
tempi than we often hear, 
though even so they are frequ¬ 
ently marginally slower, never 
faster, than Beethoven's own 
metronome markings. The open¬ 
ing movement of the first 
Rasumovsky is risked right up 
to the prescribed minim = 88 , 
with exceptionally generous re¬ 
sponse to sforzandos and a very 
wide dynamic range intensifying 
voltage to a startling degree. 

Though the welcome reissue 
of Beethoven's ten violin sona¬ 
tas from Oistrakh, on four discs 
instead of five as in 1964, 
involves a few disruptive turn¬ 
overs, the financial saving is 
compensation enough, especially 
as the recorded sound, even ft 
less than three-dimensional, is 
so mellow. Comparison with 
another of the century’s older 
notabilities, Heifetz, reveals 
Oistrakh far more deliberate in 
tempo and classically composed, 
sometimes at the expense of 
vitality in fast movements (not 
forgetting the Allegro assai of 
opus 30 no 3 and the Kreutzeris 


opening Presto), though always 
with gain in searching slow 
movements. 

A younger Soviet violinist, 
Gidon Kremer, deserves grati¬ 
tude for an assemblage of 
“ concert pieces ” for violin and 
orchestra by Beethoven and 
Schubert, including a little- 
known unfinished Allegro con 
hrio in C. (\Vo05) thought to 
Lave bten intended by Beet¬ 
hoven, in his early twenties, 
as the first movement of a 
enneerto. As completed here by 
Wiifried Fischer, with the sub¬ 
stantia) LSO under Emil 
Tchakarov to fill our tuttis. it 
could even lay claim to sym¬ 
phonic status. 

Such a Beethoven bonanza 
had me wondering if the record 
companies were out to celebrate 
the imminent two hundred and 
tenth anniversary of bis birth. 
The truth no doubt Wes in his 
unchanging prowess as a best¬ 
seller, so that even a compara¬ 
tively modest firm like Nimbus 
can risk its own complete cycle 
of piano sonatas from the Eng¬ 
lish pianist Bernard Roberts. 
Like its predecessor, the second 
four-record album was recorded 
direct on disc—no magnetic 
tape, no retakes—resulting in 
tone comjnendably warm and 
ripe even if insufficiently cry¬ 
stalline, and performances .of 
remarkable accuracy and con¬ 
trol even if slightly conditioned 
by the need to play for safety. 
One of the country’s finest 
chamber music players, Mr 
Roberts offers as sane and 
sincere an account of these eight 
middle-period sonatas as you 
Could ever want to hear. 

Radu Lupu’s latest Schubert 
release couples the rarely-heard, 
engaging early E major Sonata 
(complete but for a finale) and 
the last of the three A minor 
sonatas written only three years 
before his death.* Youth" and 
experience are keenly contras¬ 
ted, though, like Pollini, Lupu 
keeps disturbed undercurrents 
in the later work under firm 
classical control. 

Marta Deyanova’s account of 
Chopin’s four scherzos sounds 
considerably better at its right¬ 
ful speed of 45 rpm than at 
33 as I inadvertently first 
played it. She is a pianist of 
considerable agility and tem¬ 
perament who nevertheless 
lacks finesse in heated climaxes. 
Nor does she maintain a simple 
and continuous enough lyrical 
flow in quieter episodes. 

Finally, to the twentieth cen¬ 
tury and a coupling of 
Debussy’s and Ravel’s onJv 
string quartets. These are fas¬ 
tidiously and seductively 
enough timed, shaped and 
shaded. besides faithfully 
recorded, making the disc some¬ 
thing of a col tenor's piece.

You might easily overlook the- 
best treat of the pre-Christmas 
weeks, the Laurel and Hardy 
shorts tucked away on BBC 2 every 
weekday at 5.40. The Laurel and 
Hardy Murder Case (Friday) is Dot 
highly recommended; but in the 
otters the charm of their mis¬ 
guided aspirations to bourgeois 
pomp and propriety Is still intact, 
with OUie’s inassive dignity-always 
falling victim to Stanley’s disas¬ 
trous good intentions. In Their 
First Mistake (Monday) they adopt 
a baby; in Towed in the Hole 
(Tuesday) they embark on a fish¬ 
monger! ng business; and in Them 
Thar Bills (Wednesday) and Tit 
for Tat (Thursday) they pursue a 
destructive vendetta with a Justi¬ 
fiably outraged married couple. 

Other star comics on show this 
week are Woody Allen In Bananas 


(Tomorrow, BBC 2,11.25)—an un¬ 
disciplined early work with more 
than enough hits to main* up for 
the misses—and George Formby in 
I See Ice (Thursday, BBC 2. 6 pm) 
the last film of the Beeb’a Formby 
series- Christmas in Connecticut 
(Today, BBC 2, 11.45) is a lively 
old situation comedy with tbe 
admirable Barbara Stanwyck as an 
unmarried agony columnist, sup¬ 
ported by-a collection of some of 
the best character players who 
were still around in Hollywood in 
1945—S. Z. Sakall, Sydney Green- 
street and Reginald Gardiner! 

When last seen Charles Trend's 
film of Nicholas Monsarraf s The 
Cruel Sea (tomorrow, BBC 1 , 
11.551 still held Its own as a war 
adventure thanks to Ealing 
craftsmanship and round perfor¬ 
mances (Jack Hawkins, Donald 
Sindon, Denholm Elliott, Stanley 


Baker). John Ford’s Civil War 
adventure Tbe Horse Soldiers 
(tomorrow, BBC 1 , 7.15) was 
made in 1959 with a distinctly 
rambling script, and only occasion¬ 
ally Dashes of the great-days 
Ford.

! Last winter may well be 
; remembered as one of the har¬ 
dest this century. Yet, in spite 
of appalling conditions oor hel¬ 
lebores gave their usual prod¬ 
igal display of flowers albeit 
almost a month late. 

Hellebores belong to riie but¬ 
tercup family and are all 
native to the Old World—from 
Western Europe across 
Corsica, Sardinia and the 
Baleiric Isles to the Caucasus 
and South Turkey reappearing 
after that in China and Tibet. 
Several species are British 
natives (possibly introduced by 
the Romans) but the main 
area of distribution is Yugosla¬ 
via. 

HeUebonts niger, the 
Christmas Rose, is a plant of 
great antiquity and surrounded 

by legend and superstition. 
One of these concerned a 
learned physician (circa 1530 
BC) called Melampos who, 
noticing the cathartic qualities 
of these plants when eaten by 
goats, used the black roots to 
cure one of the daughters of 
Pro etas. King of Argus from 
mental derangement. 

For centuries afterwards 'the 
plant was famed as a cure for 
insanity and was used as a 
strewing herb to purify houses 
and keep away evil spirits. 

Root gatherers dug these 
with some ceremony, drawing 
a circle round each plant with 
a sword before lifting and at 
the same time kept a watchful 
eve for eagles, for if one of 
these birds came near, the 
gatherer would be dead within 
the year. It was also necessary 
to chew garlic beforehand to 
counteract tile poisonous effiu-_ 
via of the plant. 

There are a lumber of 
forms of HeUeborus niger, dif¬ 
fering in the length of the 
stem, size of flower and riie 
! position of the blooms in reja- 
j tipu to the basal leaves, richer 
| above the latter or hidden' 
beneath them. Most people fike 
the long-stemmed kinds like 
the large flowered •‘Potters 
Wheel" or “Lewis Cobbett“ 


which Is rosy-pink outside, but 
the Christmas Rose can also be 
raised from seed with variable 
results. 

This evergreen species is not 
always easy to establish and 
once happy should not be dis¬ 
turbed. Grow it in tight shade, 
in soil winch does not dry out 
in summer and' in order to 
protect the pristine Eresteess 
of the glistening white flowers, 
cover them wsh a cloche at 
the bud stage. 

An other well-known species 
is H orientalis, the Lenten 
Rose, which belies its name for 
it often blooms before the 
Christmas Roses. It is a var¬ 
iable species with basically 
white, greenish or various 
shades of pink flowers, even 
plum and almost black, which 
are usually peppered with dark 
markings, but a clear primrose, 
yellow is the so-called 
“ Bowles " variety, ’ which ‘is 
also known , as H koefui and H 
luteus maximus. The leaves are 
ril basal. .. 

Lenten Roses ore easy to . 
establish and make: a good 
ground _ cover for deciduous 
shrubs in a north border.'Pre- 
vided they are safeguarded 
against drought they grow in 
most soils. _ : ~- 

There are several green 
flowered species, two of them 
British. The Setterwdrt. H: foe- 
tida, hows about 18ia toll 
with deeply cut, very dark 
green leaves dothingltte stems 
which terminate in clusters of 
small, pale green, purple 
rimmed, bell-shaped flowers. 
.The flowering stems die down ' 
an summer but left afroe it' 
.seeds itself readily, . the,fresh 
new foliage looks particularly 
well in association waft -Use. 
flowers or stiver-leaved plants. 

Tbe bear’s foot, H. midis,. . 
has deciduous foliage' and bril-. 
Bant green, saucer-shaped- 
flowers. Both plants were once , 
used _ to core 'sick, animal^ 
especially those thought to 
teve been, bewitched. Tfie. prac¬ 
tice was to bore.' -a' hole. 

• through the animal’s ear and 


insert a piece of . hellebore 
root. Both plants are poisonous 
however, so this “remedy” was 
certainly drastic. They will 
grow in most soils, in sun or 
shade. 

One oE the best green- 
flowered species is H. corsicus, 
a vigorous 3ft, shade-loving 
evergreen with three pointed, 
prickly,, edged leaves .on stout 
stems, topped by dusters of 
apple green cups with pale 
green nectaries from January 
onwards. There are no basal 
leaves. 

H. x sternO, a. hybrid be¬ 
tween H. corsicus and H. 
fit ridus is as outstanding criti- 
var. Both -plants do splendidly 
in our light soil, particularly 
in light shade and I notice that 
seedlings always come op in 
shady spots—never ih fuB sun. 

Other hellebores are connois¬ 
seur's- p lanis ; not easy to find 
and treasured -when they are. 
several are scented like the 
green-flowered. H. cyclovhylhis 
from Yugoslavia,. which has 
erect blooms -.and. an rider- 
flower . scent. . The . rimDar 
green-flowered E. oderus* and 
22 . multifidus with green or 
purple-violet flowers like hot, 
dry . limestone.' locations as in 
their native Sotufeom Europe. 

H x nigerzeors is a. hybrid 
between the' Christmas. Rose 
and. B. corsicus aad has clus¬ 
ters of greenish-white flowers. 
While H. purpurascens has

Having spent several family 
holidays in the Algarve, I bate 
graduated, as it were, from the 
need to be right on the beaches 
and now prefer to distance 
myself a little from them and 
the resorts. One needs the 
mobility of a hire car, of 
course, but I believe that this 
is essentia) anyway in the 
Algarve, unless you make a 
deliberate decision (perhaps 
because of having small 
children) to remain in the 
“ holiday village ” or resort. 
The Algarve needs exploring, 
and though the standard of 
•accommodation is high, espe¬ 
cially in some of the new villa 
and apartment developments, it 
is ideally suited ro anyone 
wanting an “ away from it all ” 
break—as I did on this occa¬ 
sion. 

. 1 have said before that the 
“self catering” style of holi¬ 
day requires some other form 
of description for it conjures 
up visions of one member of 


the family tied to some foreign 
kitchen sink while the rest 
take it easy. People no longer 
■take villas for the economy of 
selteatering, but because that 
decision provides them with 
more convenient accommoda¬ 
tion and freedom from an hotel 
routine. On this occasion we 
rarely dined in, using the 
kiteben only to make breakfast 
coffee or a bedtime snack, and 
patronizing many of the excel¬ 
lent restaurants in Portimao or 
eating a picnic lunch, having 
bought the bread and cheese, 
the tomatoes and olives and 
wine from the market. 

We revisited many old 
haunts, allowing ourselves to 
indulge in the “ do you 
remember when ?" style of 
conversation. We found Albu- 
feira no longer to our liking— 
one pavement cafe in the main 
square, which I have pre¬ 
viously recommended, Ji3S 
tarred itself up into a self-ser¬ 
vice snackbar -and is to be 
avoided at aJI costs for it is 
overpriced and not up to the 
standard I believe a customer 
deserves. 

The Algarve is pleasant at 
just about any time of the 
year, though personally I. find 
it much too hot in summer. A 
spring holiday is particularly 
pteasanr after one has emerged 
from the gloom of a British 
winter and by renting a villa 
inland and keeping off the 
tourist track one can particu¬ 
larly enjoy the area at chat 
time of year. How pleasant to 
relax m the sun oa a balcony 


watching the pines and euca¬ 
lyptus trees stirring in the 
afternoon breeze, or to drive 
aimlessly along the coast, turn¬ 
ing down some track or other 
as fancy dictates and finding a 
small beach with a snack bar 
where sardines arc grilling and 
the patron gives the impres¬ 
sion it is you that he has been 

expecting all morning. 

An immensely courteous 
people, the Portuguese. They 
have parsed through troubled 
times and deserve our respect 
for that alone, as well as for 
their dignity.

and the fabric destriers Raoul 
Dufy and Edouard Benedictus. 
A circle of laurel leaves is em- 
be&Hsbed by exuberant and 
brightly co Loured sunflowers 
rather thf® smaller «rtd more 
delicate blooms. The exhibition 
also includes metalwork by 
Louis Sue, glass by Maurice 
Marinot and a book lavishly 
illustrated by Meheut who 
were some of the varied range 
of artists working for the 
Campagnie des Am Francois. 

Louis Sue,-who had studied 
painting at the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts in Paris while also 
training as mi architect, had 
been influenced by the ideas 
of the couturier Paul Panel. 
Impressed by the complete 
interiors of the Wiener Werk¬ 
statte, Poiret bad_ set up his 
own AteKer Marline in 1911, 
selling fabrics, decorated pot 
texy, wallpaper, rags and 
annals. In' 1910 he bad sent 
Siie to Vienna to see the work 
of the artists and architects of 
the Werkstatte and .when he 
returned Sue designed com¬ 
plete interiors for Poiret. In 
1912 Sue set up his own Atel¬ 
ier Fran pais, producing furni¬ 
ture, fabrics acd pottery. 

Before the War, Andre Mare 
had studied painting at the 
Academia. Julian where he met 
artists such as Leger, Duchamp 
and de Segonzac. By 1910 be 
was designing interiors mid 
furniture and in 1912 col¬ 
laborated with other artists to 
produce the Maison Cubiste 
for tite Salon d’Automne where 
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Commode of Macassar ebony on gilt-wood feet with stained wood marquetry and black 
and white marble top, by Siie et Mare cJ925. 


the Atelier Marune also 
showed two rooms of decora¬ 
tions, curtains and wall panels. 
After the interruption of the 
War, Sue’s Atelier Frangais 
was reorganized with Mare's 
help as die Compagnie des 
Arts Franqais. 

In 1925 the firm exhibited 
their Musee d’Art Content- 
porain at die Paris Exposition 
which, included their modern 
reinterpretations and refine¬ 
ments of the Louis XV and 
Louis Philippe periods- They 
also contributed to three other 
sections of the exhibition. In 
1927 they expanded further 
their amalgamation of neo-clas¬ 
sical idioms and modern in¬ 
fluences, this time from Josef 
Hoffmann’s work at * the 
Wiener Werkstatte, in a house 
designed by Siie for Jane 
Renouardt at Saint-Cloud and 
furnished by the partnership. 


In 1928 the partnership was 
dissolved, although their ear¬ 
lier designs were still pro¬ 
duced. and Andre Mare 
returned to painting until his 
early death in 1932. Sue, how¬ 
ever. continued a successful 
career as an architect and also 
continued his decorative work. 
During the 1930s he exhibited 
with the Societe des Artistes- 
Decora teurs, which included 
other art deco designers such 
as Jacques Dunand, Eileen 
Gray, Pierre Chareau _and 
Andre Groult and in 1937 he 
took part in the Paris Inter¬ 
nationa! Exhibition. Some ot 
his later work was influenced 
by modernism, as can be seen 
in a bureau, stool and com¬ 
mode designed in 1933 and in¬ 
cluded in the Foulk Lewis Col¬ 
lection, which combines circu¬ 
lar aluminium legs with plain 
asb. Such pieces, boivever, do 


not show the integrity and 
finesse of his earlier work. 

Art deco furniture has still 
to receive a study which will 
distinguish the influences con¬ 
tained within the style, such as 
the bold colours ol the Fauves 
and the Ballets Russes, 
Cubism. African art, the 
arts and crafts inspired 
Wiener Werkstatte and 
Deutscher Werkbund and. not 
least, the finest traditions of 
French cabinet-making. The 
two exhibitions heid by the 
Foulk Lewis Collection this 
year—together with the com¬ 
prehensive catalogues they 
have prepared—go some way 
towards fulfilling the need for 
3 reassessment of the period.

Britain, unlike France,,

End will. stretch to an 
Italian lunch in Folkestone or 
Derby,- or a French one on the 
north Norfolk coast. 

. Genre for genre, the metro¬ 
politan places seldom give 
more . comfort. or ^ excitement 
: for one’s money -in Compen¬ 
sation for the widening dif¬ 
ferential. (This service, indeed, 
is almost invariably worse -in' 
London than it is outride.) - 
The exceptions to this anti- 
London thesis are ethnic 
places that depend on exotic 
materials or on.a pool of know¬ 
ledgeable ; compatriot custom¬ 
ers ; or—more subtly—-places 
whose owners and chefs are 
the -kind who wither on the 
vine if they do not have 
fingertip access to the latest, 
ideas; techniques and fashions 
in the culinary art. 

“Coming to London” is still 
a concept that matters to such 
people, almost as a mythologi- 
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. col rite de passage and in this 
context, Richmond is evidently 
near enough. Especially, if, 
like Stephen Bull of Lichfield’s, 
your previous career has been 
spent in minding a gu o st-bouso 
in Llanwrsr, Gwynedd, listen¬ 
ing to bleats and moos from 
the field at the back. 

There is certainly nothing 
provincial about the web- 
spaced restaurant that lies 
behind Mr Bali’s noticeable 
red awning. (Indeed, one cus¬ 
tomer who followed him from 
South Wales nearly bad a 
heart attack at the price and 
taste of the bottled lager she 
was given—“ bur I suppose 
Brain’s bitter as drunk in Car¬ 
diff might well have a peculiar 
effect on Richmonders ”.) The 
miniature cheese goug&res 
. served hot as you contemplate 
menu and wine list are the 
first rigs of urbanity, and cru¬ 
dites with bagna cauda and 
hummus (£2) contribute a 
sense of g astro noetic catitoiic- 
iry: “the garlic and anchovy 
taste in the first sauce, stud the 
cumin taste in the second, 
ware sublime with the row 
vegetables, especially the broc¬ 
coli and beans.” 

■ The owner’s French ambi¬ 
tions are strong enougb for 
him to wish his customers ale 
more fish. His scallop 
quenelles and red mntiei ter- 
rate with tomato mousse 
(£2,75) give one every encour¬ 
agement to cake him at ha 
ward, though the taste of the 
latter dish was better than die 
visual design. Medallions, of 
beef in Stilton and horseradish 
sauce, served with a puree of 
celeriac and a spinach salad, or 
roast duck with time compote, 
preceded perbzvs by Roquefort 
quiche and. succeeded by cold 
coffee and ginger souffle, have

The other new Richmond 
places make a. rich enough 
crop -on their own. At Simp- 
son’s—the name itself a chal¬ 
lenge, and quite time too— 
Alastair Little- (who cooks), 
and Ianthe Johns are compara¬ 
tive newcomers. An archi¬ 
tect writing to ihe Guide 
wishes he bad .berni consulted 
about-how to reduce the noise 


l&vel in the room, just as a 
cook remarks that the enticing 
fricassee of John Doty, langous- 
ane, monk-fish and scallops in 
a vermouth sauce might have 
been the better for a vinegar 
reduction somewhere, to cut 
the sweetness. 

But anyone who can make 
such a delicate vegetable ter- 
rine, cook rice so separate, 
master and present duck with 
blackcurrants, and make excel¬ 
lent pastry for lobster feuillet6 
and pear miUe-fernhe, does not 
have to have excuses made for 
him. Like Lichfield’s, Simp- 
sou’s is taking the trouble to 
choose cheese carefully, and to 
embark even in these difficult 
tones on the slow accumula¬ 
tion of wines that will make, 
one day, a cellar worthy of the 

Barnes, too, has an interest¬ 
ing chef in residence at a well- 
managed, agreeably casual 
place called Bloomers Bras¬ 
serie. (This is also one of the 
few places we have beard of 
where the pianist attracts more 
plaudits tiian pistol shots:

plays. The best of Andrea Zac- 
curia’s coolring, by various 
accounts, is the pasta, which is 
at. once delicately made and 
richly sauced: moreover, “ the 


waiters . are instructed to let 
two diners share two con¬ 
trasted kinds, so we luxuriated 
in both spaghetti vongole and 
ragliolini Gino (with ham. 
cream and mushrooms).” This 
perhaps is a practice guests 
would be more likely to get 
away with in relaxing Rich¬ 
mond than in sarcastic Soho. 

At a rest meal, bread was 
hard, and salting tentative, but 
much was good—notably cozze 
marinara, king prawns in 
garlic butter, and the vegetable 
cooking. The bouse white wine 
is a good Settesoli at £3.60. 
Sweets are not. masterpieces, 
but here again tht atmosphere 
of the place is well caught by 
the woman who asked what 
tiie trifle sponge was soaked 
in, and was promptly led by 
the band ro the kitchen where 
die chef said thet today it 
was Strega, Tia Maria and 
Grand Marnier, but tomorrow 
be might feel like using some¬ 
thing else.. Is that instinct 
for Lmprovizatron another pro¬ 
duct of a large floating popula¬ 
tion to feed, and plenty of 
competition to look out for 
just along the street. ?

serious business and no fit sub¬ 
ject for jokes about moles, 
black holes or bomb shelters. 
Neither was there much 
encouragement for efforts to 
draw a connexion between the 
tunnelling industry, which is 
said to have fallen on hard 
times lately, and this most 
recent attempt to regenerate 
enthusiasm for an engineering 
concept that has, after all. 
been around for at least as 
long as the Metropolitan Line. 

The tunnelling fraternity' 
was, nonetheless, conspicuously 
present. The occasion was to 
effect a sales pitch for “ Rock- 
store 80 ”, a symposium on the 
uses of subsurface space to be 
held in Stockholm next June, 
snonsored in part by tbe Swe¬ 
dish government and the 
United Nations Centre for Nat¬ 
ural Resources, Energy and 
Transport 

insofar as public attention 
has been directed underground , 
at all in recent years, the em- , 
phasis has been cn new ways 
cf burying and, it is hoped, j 
forgetting, deadly pollutants of , 
various kinds, especially | 
radioactive wastes. 

The Rockstore organizers see 
underground space as a nat¬ 
ural resource in itself, and 
argue that we should not con¬ 
fine our uss of it to storing 
unwanted products from the 
surface. 

Examples of more creative 
exploitation are surprisingly 
numerous. In Oslo, the Norwe-. 

S iau national archives occupy 
0.000 metres of shelf space 
underground. More than a mil¬ 
lion cubic metres of crude oil 
lie limpid in a rock cavern 
under the Swedish city of 
Gothenburg. Throughout the 
Scandinavian countries, which 
tend to take the lead in such 
matters, the subsurface treat¬ 
ment has been applied to cold 
stores, sewage treatment 
plants, municipal heating 
installations, swimming pools 
and auditoriums. 

The Swedes even have a 
giant wine cellar, where die 
state monopoly’s supplies 
repose in vast stainless steel 
urns, and not a cobweb in 
sight. 

Enthusiasm can be infec¬ 
tious, even when the idea itself 
is not immediately attractive. 
And underground installations 
do tend to be energy-saving, 
nan-polluting and reasonably 
cheap to run. Once the 
engineers got into their stride 
last week, the notion of under¬ 
ground offices, factories, even 
living accommodation, seemed 
pimsible. 

■ Only later did the doubts— 
mainly an instinctive, probably 
ineradicable tendency to claus¬ 
trophobia—set in. 

Priceless bits of esoterica 
tend to surface on such occa¬ 
sions. Never mind the insulat¬ 
ing properties of the under¬ 
ground ambience, the in¬ 
genious diagrams comparing 
capital investment, social cost- 
benefit analysis and tempera¬ 
ture dispersal. 

These pale into insignifi¬ 
cance against the news that 
only one garbage collector in 
Stockholm h3s ever kept his 
jjb to retirement aae, such are 
r'ee rigours of above-the-sur- 
face waste disposal among the 
fastidious Swedes; or that 
ownership of land extends, Jt 
/east in theory, in a wedge 
shape from the edges of the 
property to the very centre of 
the earth. 

The discussion of sub-surf nee 
space took place at the nFfice 
of the Swedish trade commis¬ 
sioner, on the fourth floor. 
The smorgasbord was lovely, 
and the assembled experts 
seemed to enjoy the view.

Mrs Thatcher’s driving has responded 
rather dramatically to those too-know¬ 
ing predictions rbat there would have to 
be a U-turn to avert the economic pile- 
up. By vowing yet further cuts in public 
spending next year she is in fact 
pressing ahead—driving through the 
lights, or even trying to push past on 
the wrong side. Take your pick of 
motoring metaphors. 

There can be no doubting here of 
a deliberate change of policy, but it_ is 
a hardening one, and typically a riskier 
one. Last month public spending was 
not being cur. only held, so we were 
told. Now there has been another, 
tougher look. Of course, the Govern¬ 
ment has all along been committed to 
i reducing public spending, but it has 
| changed its view of the possible. 

About the time of the party con¬ 
ferences there had been a faltering 
of the I-always-give-it-to-you-straight 
approach, or at least a muddle of 
signals. The Prime Minister, in her only 
published interview so far with a 
British source (Americans have been 
better favoured with tomorrow’s visit to 
the United States In mind) professed to 
Note! magazine chat spending was not 
in fact being cut.

Let’s put a stop to the 
retreat from Greek 


Who needs Greek when they 
can study economics, sociology, 
and other more relevant sub¬ 
jects ? Surely the only advan¬ 
tage of a classical education 
these days is that it prepares 
one to live at peace without 
the income that it precludes 
one from earning ? A question 
inviting the answer No. 


Our sure Palladium against 
the death of Greek, the Society 
for the Promotion of Hellenic 
Studies, is celebrating its cen¬ 
tenary. This most engaging nf 
learned societies has always 
embraced both professional 
scholars and amateurs in the 
best sense. George Macmillan 
had the original inspiration, 
after having goue straight 
from Eton into the family pub¬ 
lishing house and being taken 
on a tour of Greece as a com¬ 
pensation for not going to 
university. 

The founding fathers in¬ 
cluded such amateurs as Oscar 
WiJde and Arthur Balfour. 
Those were golden days far 
Greek. The inaugural address 
showed that travel to Greece 
was more stately than bv pack-, 
age holiday: “The Englishman 
often travels with great advan¬ 


tages, such as the power of 
visiting out-of-the-way places 
by yacht.” The first vice-presi- 
’ dent persuaded tbe govern¬ 
ment to lend him a warship, 
an engineer, and sappers for 
six months for his excavation 
at Halicarnassus. 

When the Hellenic Society 
celebrated its jubilee The 
Times uttered not one, but two 
leaders to make Demosthenes 
gnash bis teeth with envy. In 
his jubilee address Gilbert 
Murray put the case for the 
value of Greek studies: “ To 
escape from the anarchy of 
momentary desires to the

Can Governor Brown break out of being a hopeless third? 


New Hampshire 

The Governor of California, Mr 
Jerry Brown, got lost in the 
wilds of New Hampshire the 
other evening- His convoy of 
half a dozen cars and one very 
battered van explored many of 
the by-ways of that beautiful 
state, in an attempt to drive 
from Dover to Exeter by the 
shortest route. 

He had attended a party In 
Dover, in the pretty and very 
expensive house of one of his 
few supporters in the state, aod 
wanted to reach the much larger 
and much more expensive home 
of another, hoping to get there 
before 10 o'clock. Instead, he 
got hopelessly lost—rather a 
poor omen for his campaign. 

The sole representative there 
of the international press was 
□ file to reassure Mr Brown’s 
nervous assistants: The press 
iimo following Mr George Bush 
earlier in the day, filled with 
people who had been working 
the state for months, had got 
lost in the same parrs that 
aFternoon, in hroad daylight. 

The second party supplied 
food and drink, sorely needed, 
and Mr Brown, when his time 
came to speak, influenced 
perhaps by the delay or the 
lateness of the hour, tbe audi¬ 
ence or the refreshment, 
managed to be lucid, sensible 
and persuasive. He may even 
have induced one or two of 
those present to decide to vote 
for him. 

His earlier talk, in Dover, had 


been very different. One of his 
three main priorities, he said, 
is exploring the universe, “ t 
mean that literally”. He des¬ 
cribed various technological 
benefits of the space pro¬ 
gramme and went on: ** It will 
bring the day closer when 
people will get a greater sense 
of their unity as people on this 
planet, as opposed to their 
parochial differences. While 
this may be a while in coming, 
nevertheless, as we expand our 
in space, as we link the world 
by the nervous, system of 
satellite communications, we 
will bring this world closer 
together ’’. 

The Governor spoke about 
ecology. “ My first priority . is 
protecting the earth," he said. 
“We must stop polluting the 
streams.” The United States 
must give up nuclear energy, 
ration petrol, control the 
import of oil, develop “ small* 
head hydro, biomass, solar, coal 
gas". We must have more in¬ 
ventions. more craft, more skill. 

Mr Brown, evidently, is not 
like other candidates. They 
stick to safe banalities, while he 
strikes out on his own, in 
search for originality. As a 
result, bis frequently sensible 
remarks are swamped by the 
total gibberish of the rest of jt. 

He was asked about relations 
between President and Con¬ 
gress, and about bis lack of 
experience in Washington—Mr 
Carter has been frequently 


accused of failing to get-legisla¬ 
tion passed because of his 
ignorance of the ways of Wash¬ 
ington. Mr Brown observed that 
Washington and Sacramento 
are really much the same, fac¬ 
ing the same problems and the 
same differences between legis¬ 
lature and executive—a claim 
that will hardly win him much 
respect or many votes, even in 
California. 

Then he went on to observe 
that congressional resistance to 
presidential leadership is not 
just a dislike of the man in the 
White House but a reflexion 
of the pressures put upon each 
Congressman by the voters of 
his district and the stresses, of 
the times. Congress has always 
moved slowly—with such few 
exceptions as 1933 and the first 
two years of Lyndon Johnson's 
presidency. Things will change 
when the pressures on Congress 
change, and it is unfair to 
blame the President for his 
frustrations. 

This is eminently sensible, 
and a useful corrective to the 
strident claims of other candi¬ 
dates that what is needed is 
** leadership ”■—which each of 
them professes to be uniquely 
able to provide. 

Mr Brown does not believe la 
such glib answers. “ What I say 
is not just * leadership not 
just another person, rather a 
comiog together of people of. 
like minds to change the chem¬ 
istry to create the government -

coalition that will make decisive 
action possible.” 

Mr Brown _is at least stimu¬ 
lating, perhaps even more than 
Senator Kennedy. People either 
admire him and are entranced 
by the danciag virions of the. 
new world that he offers, or 
else they are vastly irritated by 
him, thinking him yet another 
of those charlatans from Cali¬ 
fornia advocating a solution to 
the problems of the universe 
through deep, breathing, love, 
hot baths or jogging.

The reply came pat: “ Feb¬ 
ruary 12 at two minutes past 
eight”.

known. Forty lives were lost, 
including two on the road out¬ 
side, as a weight of powder 
snow estimated at 10,000 tons 
shot down the Dome mountain 
opposite at a speed approach¬ 
ing 200 mph. It bore a sad 
parallel to Aberfan at home. 
The snow poured into the 
broken windows and only 60 of 
the 98 young people in the 
northern dining room escaped 
The remainder were sufFo- 
cated, crushed against the. far, 
wall of rhe room. 

This, of course, is now" 
haunting history. But I was 
surpi ised to see the building, a 
sturdy structure mainly of 
functional concrete (nenee 
there was little damage from 
rhe avalanche), still in place.

UCPA but elsewhere, against 
the remote possibility of ■ a • 
second tragedy.

Sir, As tbe largest au pair agenev 
in this countrv, we are naturally 
interested in the little publicized 
Government proposals to restrict 
the entry of au pairs to persons 
from Western Europe who are 
under 25 (the present age limit 
being 30). As Europe has become 
generally more prosperous than our¬ 
selves. young Europeans have be¬ 
come reluctant to stay wirh British 
families for any length of time on 
pocket money which cannot com¬ 
pare with the spending power of 
their wages in their own country. 

Moreover. Community nationals 
have the right to seek and get em¬ 
ployment here. The pattern of invi¬ 
tations from British families has 
therefore inevitably shifted outside 
Europe to girls from Japan. South 
America and Israel, who are will¬ 
ing to stay for a year or two- We 
are increasingly 'asked for older 
girls on whom families can better 
relv. 

Many of vour readers will not 
have realized what drticonian effpez 
the new oroposals will have on the 
5apply of au pairs ro British fami¬ 
lies. Certainly the proposals affect 
over half the business of this agency 
and of manv other agencies who 
have contacted me. The Govern¬ 
ment themselves are wasting few 
words nn eirher explaining nr justi¬ 
fying their Proposals.

Auction records broken in 
£848,895 watercolour sale

The sale of the Newall collection 
of English watercolours at 
Christie's in two sessions, yester¬ 
day morning and on Thursday 
night, has marked a new high in 
collector interest and prices. Some 
16 new auction price records were 
established and the total at 
£848,895 (with 6 per cent unsold) 
was the highest recorded for a 
watercolour auction by a margin 
of some £600,000. 

The collection was formed in the 
main by the iare Norman D. Newall 
oF Newbrough, Northumberland, 
between the 1920s and 1940s. He 
had inherited from his grandfather 
a remarkable collection of the 
work of Alfred WHUam Hunt and 
a few other items. Robert Stirling 
Newall had been a personal friend 
and patron of Hunt. 

Besides that large group of out¬ 
standingly fine Hums, the other 
eccentricity of the sale was a group 
of almost one hundred water¬ 
colours and drawings by John Scar¬ 
lett Davis, an exceedingly rare 
artist. An auction record for Hunt 
was established when Baskett and 
Day paid £11,000 (estimate £3,000- 
£5,000) for a stormy scene, “ ' Blue 
Lights Tynemouth Pier ”. 

There was also a auction record 
for Scarlett Davis when ** The 
Interior of the Church or St 
Rombaut, Malines", dated 1836, 
sold for £5.500 (estimate £2,500- 
0,5001. But there were even 
bigger surprises for sligbter 
drawings by Hunt arid Scarlett 
Davis. Hunt’s *' Saddleback ; An 
Angler in a river at Sunset *’ sold 
for £4,500 (estimate £600-000) and 
Scarlett Da iris's “ The interior of 
the church of St Eustache, Paris ” 
of 1831 made £2,800 (estimate 
£350-£450). 

Among the great names repre¬ 
sented by Important works was 
Turner’s “ The Lake of Thun ", 
the mountainous landscape split by 
lightning, which made £75,000. An 
even greater rarity was the view 
of ** Morpeth Bridge ” by the 
friend of Turner's youth Thomas 
Glrtin, an exceptional river scene. 
almost unfaded. which made 
£70,000, an a action record for the 
artist. 


There was an auction record for 
Thomas Shorter Boys when “ The 
Hold de Ville, St Omcr ” made 
£29,000 (estimate £10.000-£15,000) 
and an auction record for William 
Turner of Oxford, when an ex¬ 
tensive harvest landscape, “ View 
from Bow Hill ”, made £26,000 

(estimate £ 8 , 000 -£ 12 , 000 ). 

John Robert Cozens was repre¬ 
sented by a large group of blue 
wash landscapes, but those proved 
the only disappointing feature of 
the sale, accounting for the 6 per 
cent unsold. The exception was 
Cozen’s '* Ceiara, Gulf of Sal¬ 
erno", which made £35,000 to 
Deane Johnson, a United States 
dealer.

Success of Bowles will be judged

As the season approaches the 
midway point, o&e or the worrying 
indications is that attendances are 
probably going xo fall short of 
1978-79 which itself showed a loss 
on the previous season. The 
decline Is not dramatic bur sug¬ 
gests a continuing failure to arrest 
a drift. 

Five first division clubs are nnw 
averaging less than 20,000 at a 
time when a number of factors 
could bave combined to revive 
public inreresL Tbe England team 
have achieved a degree of snccess 
uffidenr to have some effect. 
Television coverage was halved for 
several weeks because of a strike, 
and transfer fees have risen tn 
figures well over the million 
pound mark but there seems no 
magic in sucb unreal statistics as 
far as potential spectators are con¬ 
cerned. 

Tbe effeci of television's ab¬ 
sence was inconclusive. In some 
interested circles the fact that 
attendances did not increase ap¬ 
peared to be rtason to declare that 
the whole argument against tele¬ 
vised football was lalse. The 
damage caused by excessive tele¬ 
vision coverage, 'albeit not live, 
began to be inflicted many years 
ago and has been cumulative. Once 
the habit of attending matches is 
broken it takes more than a short 
suspension of televised football 10 
make an impression on 
attendances. 

This season has highlighted tbe 
selective attitude of football 
crowds. Attendances of uver 
50,000 are still regular occurrences 
but ar a number of leading clubs, 
especially those in London, gares 
can fluctuate by as much as 
30,000. There are many fewer 
never-mlss-a-match diehards and 
too few properly furnished 
grounds to attract family groups- 

High transfer fees once created 
Interest. A £100,000 player could

bolster attendances but now not 
even a Elm newcomer signifi¬ 
cantly Increases gates unless he 
happens to arrive at a time when 
his team are showing signs of im¬ 
provement. as in tbe case of Gray 
at Wolverhampton Wanderers 
where home attendances have 
risen by about 9,000. The pur¬ 
chasers of two other Elm plavers, 
Nottingham Forest and Man¬ 
chester City, have lost spectators. 

Crowds are not prepared to 
anticipate success on die basis 
of such expensive signatures and 


their indifference is aggravated 
when the players concerned teem 
lacking jn attractive character. It 
will be interesting to see whether 
the perky Bowles improves attend¬ 
ances at Forest, starting today 
against Middlesbrough, not every* 
one's idea of irresistible attrac¬ 
tions. Poor 'Boro live in the 
-shadow of a wretched reputation 
ihui belies their potential- 

Eowles, bought from Queens' 
Park Rangers lor a quarter of 
the fee paid for Francis, will 
replace O'Hare. PeLer Taylor, 
Forest’s assistant manager, said : 
“ He is cocky and arrogant on 
the field and that is cxaciiy what 
we are looking for from him. We 
hao no worries about pitching him 
in at the deep end. With Bowycr 
ana cr,Veil! he w/il help make 
up an attacking midfield.” 

Tiie absence of originality in 
midfield was apparent in Forest’s 
defeat ut Crystal Palace last 
Saturday but that is not to suggest 
that the London team were not 
worth their victory- Afterwards, 
the manager.

Fears that Nottingham Forest 
and Norwich City could bave their 
grounds closed as a result of crowd 
incidents proved unnecessary yes¬ 
terday when tbe Football 
Association rook no action at two 
meetings in London.

It is the accent 
on safety which is the distinguish¬ 
ing feature of this Kerry Packer- 
style takeover. 

For years, claim tbe new body. 
World Series Motorcycling 
Limited, riders have been risking 
their lives on circuits not fit for 
bicycle racing, let alone near 
200 mph motor bikes. So in 
association with Kenny Roberts 
and Barry Sheene, the world’s 
leading riders, they have formed 


their own world championship, 
consisting of a minimum of eight 
rounds, to be run on circuits and 
in conditions acceptable 10 the 
riders. 

World Series have over 40 or 
the world’s best riders under con¬ 
tract. In fact the only leading 
figure missing would appear to be 
Johnny Cecortn, the Venezuelan 
rider. It is for this reason plus 
the fact that they will be com¬ 
peting for a genuine world cham¬ 
pionship that the venture seems 
well founded, probably to the 
detriment of ihe official world 
championship run by the Federa¬ 
tion Internationale Motorcyclistc 
(FIMI. No rider under contract 


to World Series will be allowed 
to ride in the FIM events without 
permission. 

The improved prize money will 
be put up hy the circuit owners. 
For each race about £30,000 will 
be distributed from first to 
twentieth position. Those riders 
finishing below trill each receive 
about £430 in expenses which is 
considerably more than they are 
likely to make in comparable FIM 
races.

Scotland are looking 
for better form 


from their backs

There can be no doubt where 
most of Scotland's selectors will 
gather this afternoon, because 16 
Internationals and seven B 
players play at Goldemcrc in tbe 
district championship match be¬ 
tween Edinburgh and die South. 
Most of these players must be 
in contention for a place in the 
first Scotland side of the 1380s— 
against Ireland in Dublin in early 
February—and there are some in¬ 
triguing confrontations which may, 
or may not, inspire more confi¬ 
dence after a depressing defeat 
against New Zealand. 

Perhaps the most disappointing 
feature that day was the collec¬ 
tive failure of a back division in 
which the new centre David 
Johnston, was the one player to 
emerge with reputation enhanced. 
On that evidence Jim Remvick, the 
most capped of Scottish centres, 
needed to reassert himself—as he 
did, with same panache, when the 
South scored nine tries in thicr 
51-3 victory over Scottish North 
and Midlands last week. 

Ren wick is now partnered by 
the Scottish wing, Keith Robert¬ 
son, who has been switched by his 
district selectors to tbe centre, 
regarded by some as his best posi¬ 
tion. These two will be opposed 
by Johnston and bis Warsocian 
colleague, Ewan Kennedy, who is 
no mean performer In his own 
right. 

The Scottish scrum half. Alan 
Lawson, has been below par this 
season, although he had a fine 
game for Edinburgh against the 
AH Blacks. He now faces a strong 
challenge from the South captain, 
Roy Laidlaw, who scored a couple 


of tries and played strongly in all 
respects for the B XV in Dublin 
earlier this month.

.In the last -three months 
imports of finished manu¬ 
factured goods excluding 
erratic items and fuel, rose a 
little. Overall import volumes 
are still well above .their levels 
of a year ago, although they 
have not risen much in recent 
months. Many forecasters 
expect tbe economic slowdown 
in Britain next year to damp 
down import growth. 

British exporters are still 
feeling die effects of the slow¬ 
down in Iranian and Nigerian 
trade this year. Exports to 
Iran averaged £25m a month 
between September and 
November. This compares with 
a moodily average during 1978 
of £63m. 

Trade has been disrupted 
si nee the revolution in Iran, 
and the figures do not reveal 
any possible slowing of British 
exports since the seizing of 
American hostages in Tran last 
month. British exports to 
Nigeria are raw running ar 
£68m a month, compared with 
£94m a month last year. |

Inflation edged up again in 
November, with tbe retail price 
index rising by 0.9 per cent to 
stand at 237.7. This was 17.4 
per cent, higher than in the 
1 same month last year, confirm¬ 
ing the Government’s forecast, 
made at the time of the Budget, 
-that the annual rate of inflation 
in the last quarter of this year 
was likely to be around 17} per 
cent 

But figures ' showing the

charge, possibly because of 
competition from abroad, which 
is aided by the strong pound. 
But there seems little doubt that 
inflation will get close to and 
possibly break the 20 per cent 
"barrier before the summer. 

The tax and prices index, 
the Government’s own pre¬ 
ferred indicator for tbe way in 
which the amount of gross pay 
which people treed to maintain 
their living standards, rose 
slightly in November to 15.t 
per cent. This indicator is- likely 
to remain below tbe retail price 
index at least until tbe next 
Budget. So far, it has had very 
little .impact on wage bar¬ 
gainers. 

There are known to be some 
quite substantial increases in 


prices in the pipeline, including 
a very sharp rise in mortgage 
costs as the building societies 
put up Their charges to 
borrowers. Rail fares and other 
charges are also expected to go 
up in the new year, adding to 
upward pressure which has 
already come from sharp 
increases in electricity bills. 

The key question in deter¬ 
mining just how high inflation 
goes in the next few months 
may be the extent to which 
the clear signs of recession in 
the High Streets force retailers 
to hold down prices, even at the 
expense of trimming their 
profits. 

Most forecasts suggest that, 
quite apart from the technical 
point about the removal of the 
VAT impact, the pressures on 
tbe inflation rate will then tend 
to be downwards. 

Unemployment is expected to 
rise quite sharply, which could 
lead to lower pay settlements, 
and the pressure on retailers' 
margins will certainly continue. 
But against that, there will still 
be substantial inflation in the 
system from the pay agreements 
which are being conducted 
during the current round, and 
the reduction in the inflation 
rate may not be very rapid.

Major United Stares banks 
today cut \ per cent from their 
prime lending rates. Despite 
this, a top White House official 
said that America’s inflation 
problems were getting worse. 

Mr Robert Russell, director 
of the President’s council on 
wage and price stability, said 
that sharp rises in wage* and 
industrial prices were likely 
next year, which may make it 
far harder to reduce inflation. 

Mr Russell told the National 
Economists' Club that he was 
making this gloomy predictiou 
despite his conviction that fal¬ 
ling interest rates and the de¬ 
velopment of a recession in 
1980 would have a moderating 
effect on some inflationary pres¬ 
sures. 

He said there was little the 
White House could do in the 
short-term. “ We just cannot 
hope to cut inflation substan¬ 
tially by next November’s elec¬ 
tions.” 

The inflation picture is made 
no clearer by interest rate 
trends. The main banks. *ed by 
Citibank and the First National 
Bank of Chicago, cut their 
prime lending rates to 13 per¬ 
cent from 15} percent, but in 
the markets some experts be¬ 
lieve rates are going to head 
upwards again soon. 

Evidence of recession is in¬ 
creasing, with a fall in new car 
sales and significant softening 
of demand for new houses. 
These factors played an import¬ 
ant role in leading to a cut of 
0.5 per cent in industrial pro¬ 
duction last month, according 
to Federal Reserve Board 
, figures. 

Declines in loan demand ap- 
, pear to be forcing the cuts in 
! interest rates, and sources close 
to the board stressed that it has 
taken no action, nor plans any 
action, to ease credit policies. 

The combination of strong in¬ 
flation pressures and expecta¬ 
tions of mounting external fin¬ 
ancing needs makes some ex¬ 
perts believe that the downward 
trend in interest rates is tem¬ 
po rary- 

Mr Russell said that the sharp 
jump in American inflation in 
the last 12 months from roughly 
9 per cent to 13 per cent was 
almost entirely the result of 
strong gains in food, energy and- 
housing prices.

Japan has given way to 
pressure from the Americans to 
cut back its oil purchases from 
Iran. Yesterday a spokesman 
for the Japanese Ministry of 
International Trade and in¬ 
dustry said Japan would now 
limit its Iranian oil buying to 
the level ruling before the 
seizing of United States 
hostages in Tehran on Novem¬ 
ber 4. 


In another piece of good 
news for the Americans, 
Shaikh Yamarti, the Saudi 
Arabian oil minister, confirmed 
yesterday that his country 
would maintain the present 
level of oil production at least 
until next April. The Americans 
have been putting strong 
pressure on Saudi Arabia to 
keep up its oil output, at 
present 9.3 million barrels a 
day. 


Mr William Miller, the 
United States Treasury Secre¬ 
tary said after his Middle East 
trip late last month that he 
expected the Saudis to bold to 
the present production levels 
for at least part of next vfear. 

Tbe oil kingdom has wanted 
to cut back daily output, partly 
technical reasons and partly 
because it does not need the 
extra revenue. There has also 
been pressure on Saudi 
Arabia from more militant Opec 
nations to reduce production- 
japan has been criticized by 


America for its willingness to 
snap up the extra oil from Iran 
made available by the American 
decision to rut off its purchases 
of Iranian oil. Mr Cyrus Vance, 
the United States Secretary of 
State, censured Japan earlier 
this week for giving support to 
the Iranians in their money war 
against the United States. 

The Japanese are heavily 
dependent on imported oil, and 
are keen stock pilers. However, 
they fee! now rbar it is more 
important to mend links with 
America than to continue their 
close contacts with Iran. 

The decision to cut back oil 
purchases is part of a package 
of measures concerning 
economic relations between 
Japan and Iran. This could in¬ 
clude a call to Japanese banks 
to refrain from extending fresh 
credits to Iran. So far, (he 
Japanese artitude towards Iran 
has been “ business as usual ”. 

Japan imported 620,000 
barrels of oil a day from IraD 
before the United States 
hostages were taken on Novem¬ 
ber 4. About 460,000 came 
through direct deals. 

Japanese companies have 
been accused of buying up 20 
million tons of Iranian crude 
on the spot market ar double 
tbe long term contract prices. 
Tokyo has now forced trading 
companies to sell some of this 
back at a loss. 


The Japanese foreign minis¬ 
try suggested yesterday that 


Japanese companies were 
forced to buy high priced oil 

on the spot market, recently for 

fear that if they did not, Iran 
would take a harsher line in 
negotiating long-term direct 
contracts for 1980. 

The Presidential freeze of 
Iran*’ dollar assets in United 
States banks spilled over into 
American money markets yes¬ 
terday. The Federal Reserve 
will no longer deal in “ banker's 
acceptances ” associated with 
Iranian goods, according tD the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York yesterday. This will. hit 
Iran’s trade with the United 
States. Bankers’ acceptances are 
used to finance trade. 

A spokesman for the Fed said 
that the decision resulted from 
“ legal problems" because of 
the United States freeze. How¬ 
ever, it seems that it is not part 
of a new effort to step up eco¬ 
nomic pressure on Iran. 

America is known to have 
been contemplating a trade em¬ 
bargo against Iran if the hos¬ 
tages are not released. However 
European countries, including 
West Germany and Britain are 
thought to be unhappy about 
being dragged further into the 
United States-Iran economic 
war. Both countries probably 
tried to make this clear to Mr 
Vance on his European tour this 
week, while emphasizing their 
commitment to the freeing of 
the hostages.

Mr Gordon Borne. . the 
director general at the Offices 
j oT Fair Trading, has requested 
the investigation at a'time when 
the ..office is still sifting, evi¬ 
dence . cf price-fixing arrange- 
. meats’ between companies in 
the £275ra-a-year industry. 

Since 1977,' when allegations 
were made about-price “ring¬ 
ing " in the Thames Valley. 215 
unregistered agreements have 
been brought to light. These 
disclose a complex web of price- 
fixing and market sharing 
arrangements . covering the 
wbo!e_ of the United Kingdom. 

Action, has ' . been taken 
through the Restrictive Prac¬ 
tices Court against some. .of. the 
companies named in •• agree¬ 
ments, ■ and action against 
Others is pending. - - 

The Office of Fair Trading 
believes that an examination of 
competition since the ending 
of the various price-fixing 
agreements two years ago is 
now appropriate. 

It is thought that there has 
been . increasing concentration 


of production capacity m 
recent years, while many of 
the larger companies have 
extended their interests in raw 
material supplies. 

Ready-Mixed Concrete (UK), 
the largest producer, has an 
estimated 35 per . cent of the 
market, while a further 40 per 
cent is shared by another 
seven companies. 

Last year, the British Ready 
Mixed Concrete Association had 
73 members accounting for 96 
per cent of production. 

These figures suggest that 
there is a complex monopoly, as 
defined in the Fair Trading Act 
1973, This exists if two or more 
persons or companies who to¬ 
gether supply, or are supplied 
with, at least oue-quarter of the 
goods or services o£ a particu¬ 
lar description in the United 
Kingdom or in part of tbe 
United Kingdom, so conduct 
their affairs, whether by agree¬ 
ment or otherwise, as to pre¬ 
vent, restrict or distort com¬ 
petition in connexion with that 
supply.

At a heated annual meeting 
yesterday directors of St Piran, 
the mining and property group, 
faced a barrage of questions 
from shareholders.

Shareholders were concerned 
to establish certain facts arising 
from qualifications to the 1979 
accounts by the auditors. 

Among 
those qualifications were deal¬ 
ings in the Far East, mainly 
involving Fairmont State, a 
Thai company, and Mid-East 
Minerals, an Australian com¬ 
pany. 

Behind these immediate ques¬ 
tions lay the older doubt in 
shareholders’ minds about the 
extent of control over the com¬ 
pany exercised by Mr James 
Raper, the financier who is 
chairman of Gasco Investments, 
a Hongkong company which 
holds nearly 30 per cent of St 
Piran. Mr M. R. Stone, manag¬ 
ing director of Gasco. was 
appointed to the St Piran board 
in June- 

Persistent questions from 
shareholders eutited some in¬ 
formation new to them. Al¬ 
though Sr Piran has in the last 
week issued a circular in answer 
to the t}uaiiticatjons made by 
the auditors, Mr John Barney, 
representing Ernst & ‘Whinney, 


said nothing had happened 
since the accounts were drawn 
up to cause tbe auditors to 
withdraw' their qualifications. 

A shareholder, Mr James 
Judge, asked detailed questions 
about the company’s relations 
with Fairmont State. Further 
questions on the same subject 
were raised by Mr Max Lewin- 
son, a long-time critic of St 
Piran’s board. He was particu¬ 
larly anxious to establish 
whether Fairmont # was a sub¬ 
sidiary or an associate company 
of St Piran. 


A further round oF questions 
was asked about dealings in 
Australia. Directors were asked 
to explain why St Piran had 
deposited nearly £lra interest 
free with an Australian invest¬ 
ment company called Daymin- 
Tbey also queried the extent of 
St Piran’s shareholding in the 
Mid-East. 

Although many shareholders 
professed themselves dissatis¬ 
fied with the answers, the pre¬ 
sence of a proxy representing 
Gasco Investments assured the 
directors of an overwhelming 
majority. It was dear chat had 
they held the power share¬ 
holders present tvould have 
made sweeping changes in the 
composition of the board, only 
two members of which are resi¬ 
dent in the United Kingdom. 

They did, however, vote to 
retain the auditors. As share¬ 
holders dispersed there was 
talk of organizing an investiga¬ 
tion of their own, or of demand¬ 
ing one from the Department 
of Trade.

President Carter may soon 
propose a new tax on petrol 
in order to achieve a sharp 
reduction in oil imports. The 
tax could be as much as 50 
cents on a gallon. Current prices 
are around one dollar a gallon. 

President Carter told a group 
of newspaper editors that the 
world might face increasing 
fuel shortages in 1980 because 
of output cuts by oil exporting 
nations. 

He said that because of rising 
world prices and the deteriorat¬ 
ing production outlook, he was 
considering measures to restrain 
consumption like rationing 
or a new tax on petrol. Whits 
House sources said the new tax 
was much more likely. 

Senior officials at the De¬ 
partment of Energy are appar¬ 
ently pressing the White House 
for a decision in favour of a 
50 cent petrol tax, according 
to informed sources. 

The Office of Management 
and Budget is believed to be 
studying this and considering 
a cut in social security raxes 

Professor Lawrence Klein of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
told tbe National Economic 
Club today that a 30 cent tax 
on petrol could reduce demand 
in 1980 by 500,000 to 600,000 
barrels of oil a day, and that 
in 1981 this could save as much 
as two million barrels a day. 

Dr Klein said that if the 
petrol tax was offset by cuts 
in social security taxes, which 
he considered likely, the net 
effect of the petrol tax on con¬ 
sumer prices was likely tD be 
slight.

High oii prices could force return to coal-fired carriers

The coaj-burning.cargo ship, 
ousted by oil-burners in ’ the 
1930s. could make a.comeback 
because of rapidly rising oil 
prices, Mr Martin.

International bonds 


Currency choice 
widens the options 


With the lifting of exchange 
control regulations is October, 
investors waved a not-so-fond 
farewell to the volatile dollar 
premium. But those investing 
abroad should not underesti¬ 
mate the risk they are still 
taking when it comes to fluctu¬ 
ating exchange rates. Just how 
much they are exposed to these 
movements, which can be quite 
sharp, depends on how the 
money is invested abroad. 

Single premium bonds linked 
to a life company’s inter* 
national fund is one way an 
investor can get a stake in 
overseas markets. There are 
now around 30 such funds from 
which ro choose, the majority 
investing in a wide variety of 
countries. 

Jusc where the money is 
invested varies from fund to 
fund. Not surprisingly the 
American market, which ac¬ 
counts for some 55 per cent 
of world stock market capitali¬ 
zation, often makes up a good 
chunk of the fund’s portfolio. 
Eut both the M & G and 
Trident international bond 
funds have a comparatively low 
exposure to Wall Street coupled 
with a higher than average 
investment in countries in the 
Pacific Basin. 

Chieftain fund managers also 
pursue this policy. Its inter¬ 
national unit trust, which pro¬ 
vides the underlying single 
premium bond link, is 70 per 
cent invested in the Pacific 
Basin with the remainder in 
both American and United 
Kingdom special situation 
shares. 

Two funds with an “ inter¬ 
national " banner—Merchant In¬ 
vestors and Solar—are totally 
invested in Wall Street—al¬ 
though the managers do not 
intend that this will always be 
the case. 

If this is what you want you 
can also consider the £8m 
Hambro American Fund or the 
United States invested funds 
run by Cannon and Trident Life 
at present standing at £6.2m 
and £2.7m. respectively. Altern¬ 
atively some groups—such as 


M & G and Save & Prosper— 
offer tfcteir unit trusts invested 
in specific areas as a single 
premium bond link- 

Good performance on these 
international funds hangs on be¬ 
ing in the right market at the 
right time. But currency fluc¬ 
tuations can also leave their 
mark here. 

Since October, fund managers 
have been able ro invest 
directly in overseas markets by 
buying foreign currencies rather 
than using the now defunct dol¬ 
lar pr emi um, or loan facility 
route. Acting on this new found 
freedom Barclays, M & G and 
Schroder have wound up their 
loan facilities in favour of in¬ 
vesting totally through the 
currency. Among the smaller 
funds. Crown Life, Guardian 
Royal Exchange and Manufac¬ 
turers Life also favour this 
route. 

Investors in these funds there¬ 
fore take the double risk of 
investing not only in the stock 
market of a particular country 
but also in its currency—which 
does not always move in the 
same direction. Although most 
fund managers will keep their 
options open to invest through 
loans if currencies start to move 
rapidly and sterling weakens. 

For those of a nervous dis¬ 
position there is a certain 
attraction in funds investing in 
loans in that the risk of cur¬ 
rency fluctuations is reduced. 
As a currency hedge the man¬ 
agers borrow, rather than buy, 
the appropriate currency to 
fund the investments against 
collateral held in sterling. 

Solar Life, for example, has 
retained its loan facilities 
accounting for some 50 per cent 
of the fund, while Legal & 
General and Vanbrugh have 
been running down their loans. 
Earlier this year both were 
virtually fully invested through 
loans winch now account tor 
some 30 per cent and 50 per 
cent of the fund respectively. 
Trident, also previously inves¬ 
ted Lhrough loans, has wound 
up the expensive ones, while 
Sun Alliance is now investing 


its new money directly. 

These companies nave no 


These companies nave no 
hard and fast rules as to how 
they will invest rbeir funds 
in the future. This very much 
depends on their views at any 
time on a particular currency 
vis-a-vis sterling. 

Conversely, the policy at Mer¬ 
chant Investors, says managing 
director Edward Fair man, is to 
reduce the exchange rate risk 
as much as possible. To this end 
it therefore intends to carry 
on investing entirely through 
Joan facilities. 

At present, investment mana¬ 
gers are still digesting the pos¬ 
sibilities open to them follow¬ 
ing the abolition of exchange 
control regulations. They now 
have the opportunity, if not the 
expertise, to invest both in 
stock markets and currency 
markets. 

For example, £1,000 destined 
for Wall Street can be split so 
that the dollar equivalent of 
£500 is invested directly in the 
market. The remainder gives 
collateral against a dollar loan 
also invested in the United 
States. But this collateral does 
not necessarily have to be held 
in sterling—a short-term fixed 
interest security say in Deutsch¬ 
marks could provide a better 
return. 

Such a proposition brings a 
variety of reactions from fund 
managers. While with Vanbrugh 
it u seems likely 1 * it will invest 
part of its money in this way, 
some fund managers dismiss it 
our of hand on tSe basis that it 
is too risky and noc what the 
investors wants. Other fund 
managers are still considering 
the possibilities while some 
frankly admit, that at the 
moment they have not the 
expertise but it is certainly a 
future possibility. 

In any event investors shonld 
check the policy of the fund 
managers so mat he knows 
exactly what sort of risk he is 
taking in international invest¬ 
ment.

For both motor and house¬ 
hold insurances significant 
increases in premiums are 
being required by insurers at 
most renewals. It would 
appear, however, that some 
insurers and brokers deli¬ 
berately hold back the issue 
of renewal invitations so 
that, by the time rhey arrive, 
there is virtually no time to 
obtain a quotation from 
another insurer—especially 
if a survey of the locks, bolts 
and other security devices in 
the house would be neces¬ 
sary before an insurer could 
quote a firm premium. 

The fair course to adopt 
(and insurers are always 
stressing the need for the 
utmost good faith in insur¬ 
ance contracts) would be to 
make sure that policy¬ 
holders receive their renewal 
invitations in time for them 
to “shop around” before 
deciding whether to renew. 

Insurers whose premiums 
are competitive would have 
little to fear: policy-holders 
would discover for them¬ 
selves that their insurances 
would cost even more if they 
were to move elsewhere. 

More information, also, 
could be given in renewal 
notices, particularly those for 
household insurances. Many 
householders now have their 
policies “ Index-linked ”, 
whereby the sum insured is 
updated each month in line 
with a suitable index. Each 
year the premium is calcu¬ 
lated on the updated value. 

Clearly, when insurance is 
on that basis, each annual 
premium will be higher than 
tbe last. A number of in¬ 
surers have, however, also 
increased the rate of pre¬ 
mium applied. 

More information could be 
given about that, so that a 
householder could see if the 
same rate as before had been 
applied

It's not the time to 


Only those with a strong consti¬ 
tution—or who are fairly des¬ 
perate for funds—will not be 
put off by the sky-high cost of 
credit nowadays. Borrowing has 
never been more expensive, 
with overdrafts and personal 
loans, tiie cheapest and most 
convenient forms of credit, now 
costing well over 20 per cent. 

There could be worse to 
come. Interest rates may not go 
up again (although there are 
still some Jeremiahs in the City 
suggesting they could), but the 
credit squeeze looks as though 
it will become tighter after 
Christmas as the availability of 
money gets scarcer. And far 
from being a temporary meas¬ 
ure to get the country off a 
sticky economic wicket, as was 
hoped last month, the indica¬ 
tions now are that we will be 
living with interest rates at 
roughly these levels at least 
until after the 1980 budget. 

This week's figure from the 
banking system brought little 
comfort either. . They were 
nowhere near as bad as the last 
set which forced the Govern¬ 
ment to raise its rmuimim lend¬ 
ing rate from 14 to 17 per cent, 
but they did all the same show

that we were still a nation of 
hefty borrowers. 

True, the figures took m 
only a few days-of the higher 
interest rates and companies, 
strapped for cash, are going to 
their bankers it i droves.

Motor insurance 



To claim or not to 


• • • 


So you have never had an 
accident. . . . Beware, on aver¬ 
age, motorists make a claim 
every five or six years. 

If your unlucky number 
comes up this winter, do you 
know what to do on the spot, 
and what to do about your no- 
claim discount later. 

First, don't trust the promi¬ 
ses of the motorist who _ says 
he will pay for the repair to 
your car, rather than involve 
his own insurers. Although you. 
will be shaken, get his name 
and address and that of some 
witnesses. And try to make a 
fairly accurate sketch map, on 
the spot; memories can become 
blurred. 


If you make a claim on your 
policy, will you lose all or part 
of your no-claim discount at 
the next and subsequent re¬ 
newals ? 

If yon can prove the accident 
was caused solely by the other 
motorist's negligence, your 
insurers may allow you to 
retain your no-claim discount in 
full. The best proof is to have 
successfully claimed the full 
uninsured excess, usually £25, 
from the other motorist. 

Some insurers provide "pro¬ 
tected ” discounts — either 
because you also have a house¬ 
hold policy, or pay an extra 
premium each year. With that 
type of policy you may be 
able to claim without loss of 
discount (unless you make a 
further claim). 

Even if your discount is at 


stake, as with any other 
damage to the car, you should 
tell the insurers straight away. 
But you can always add that 
you may not necessarily make 
a claim:—to preserve your dis¬ 
count. 

There are, therefore, three 
choices: to claim and lose dis¬ 
count at the next and subse¬ 
quent renewals; to meet the 
repair cost from yOur own 
pocket; not to have the damage 
repaired. 

Before making a decision, it 
is worth trying to work out 
how much no-claim discount 
you would forfeit by making a 
claim. Here, presumably you 
will assume that you do not 
expect to be involved in another 
accident where you might be 
obliged to claim—if, for 
instance, the car should be a. 
"write off” or there should be 
a heavy claim made against you 


for personal injury or damage 
to property. 

If you are on 50 per cent no¬ 
claim discount, one claim could 
put you back to 25 or 30 per 
cent at renewal, instead -of 
going up to, perhaps 60 per 
cent if you made no. claim: 
Making a claim, therefore, may 
cost 30 per cent of next year’s 
premium. 

The following year you might 
creep up to 40 per cent instead 
of staying on 60 per cent—so 
tbe -claim would cost you a fur¬ 
ther 20 per cent then. And you 
might suffer a further loss of 
10 per cent a year later. 

As premiums are increasing 
all the time, the overall cost or. 
making a claim can be high— 
although much depends on 
your present rate of discount, 
the scale of discount used by 
your insurers and, of course, 
whether you' get involved .in 


another accident where you* 
have to claim. 

If there is not much dif-' 
ference between- today's cost 
and your estimate of the loss 
.of no-ckim . discount in the 
future, it may be best to claim 
—because there is the .chance 
that you may need to claim 
again in the future. •. . 

If the potential loss of dis¬ 
count is much higher than -the 
claim youJwoold .-receive (after ' 
you have deducted your excess 
from the- cost of the repairs), 
you may choose hot to claim. 

Even -if the damage ttr-your 
car is slight or superficial, 
probably ir is best to have it 
repaired ; otherwise, the con¬ 
dition of; the car tan depre¬ 
ciate, which would ' affect its 
re-sale or. trade-in value when 
you deride to part with it.

tide of losses during the first 
six months to September 30, 
1979. Even so, the first-hall 
loss is £209,000 against £145,000 
in ■ the same period last year.
